U.K. officials 
shock parents 
of dead hero 

LONDON, Oct. 4 (AP) — The parentsof a 
soldier killed in the Falk lands war received a 
bill from the defense ministry for lost equip- 
ment. . 

And men wounded and disabled in the 
fighting have been banned from next week' s 
victory parade in London. The two stories 
were front-page news Monday. 

EUen and Keith Phillips lost their 19- 
year-old son, also named Keith, four days 
before the war ended in Port Stanley last June 
1 4. The royal marine commando was killed in 
the battle for Mount Kent. His Aunt, Mar- 
garet Hall, said the soldier’s grieving parents 
received a bin under regulation S126, asking 
.$53 for clothes he allegedly lost during the 
campaign. “They cannot believe ft," Mrs. 
Hall told a reporter. 

The dead man’s unit has launched an inves- 
tigation to discover if. an .over-zealous 
accountant sent the bill. Mrs. Hall said a royal 
marines officer apologized to the family. A 
defense ministry spokesman said he could not 
comment until records were checked and the 
letter verified, but "that sort of thing does 
happen occasionally within a large govern- 
ment department.” 

Wider controversy erupted over a ban on 
wounded and disabled veterans from the Oct. 
1 2 victory parade in the city of London finan- 
cial district. Nor will there be seats for the 
disabled at a civic lunch in the Guild HaB. 
The city's parade organizers said the police 
advised that a special stand and other 
facilities for disabled men would add to 
crowd control problems along the route. 
Some 100,000 spectators are expected to 
cheer more than 1,000 marchers, represen- 
ting all the forces who took pan in the 74-day 
campaign. The police said they gave no such 
advice and blamed the defense ministry. _ 
The defense ministry said it was a city 
decision, but added that '‘wounded men in 
wheelchairs are never included in this kind of 
parade.” 

Tories brimming 
with confidence 

BRIGHTON. England. Oct. 4 (R) — Bri- 
tain's ruling Conservative Party assembled 
Monday for its annual conference with an 
election in mind and Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher still riding high in public 
esteem for her handling of die Falkland’s con- 
flict. 

The Conservatives were buoyed by a 
public opinion poll, published on the eve of 
the conference, showing the standing of the 
party and its leader bad unproved since a year 
iigu. Clearly, the British victory over Argen- 
tine troops who seized the Falkland islands 
earlier this year reinforced Mrs. Thatcher' s 
public image as a tough, forthright leader. 

Party managers decided to capitalize on 
her popularity with the slogan “the resolute 
approach” for the four-day conference which 
begins Tuesday at this English seaside resort. 


Dollar scales peak Iran claims Gemayel appoints 
in new buying spree ™ n * oll ™f Wazzan premier 
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LONDON, Oct. 4 (R) — Traders rushed 
to buy the doDar da foreign exchange mar- 
kets Monday pushing it to*, a* record high 
against die franc and abgove recent peaks 
against the mark, yen, and sterling. 

Because of the dollar’s continuing 
strength, the Japanese monetary authorities 
are pressing for a- joint intervention agree- 
ment with the U.S.. and West German 
-authorities to slow the dollar's rase, finance 
ministry officials in Tokyo said. The dollar's 
surge followed the release of the . latest U.S. 
money supply figures, which revealed an 
unexpected rise in the key monetarist indi- 
cator. 

Dealers said the figures, released late on 
Friday, had dashed hopes of an early fall in 
U.S. interest rates. Eurodollar rates, the 
interest paid on dollar deposits outride die 
U.S. banking system, finned half a percen- 
tage point and helped drive the U.S. currency 
to a record 7.2070 francs at the Paris firing 
from 7.1310 Friday. 

Against the West German mark, it soared 
to al 4-month high and was its strongest level 
against sterling for nearly six years. 

Monday’s surge came despite the fact that 
in recent months the gap between dollar 
interest rates and those of other currencies 
have been slowly converging. Accordin g to 
one London Bank economist the foreign 
exchanges are now so accustomed to a strong 
dollar that any development seen favoring 
the U.S. currency sends traders rushing into 
the market to buy. “No-one runs substan-. 


tially short of dollars in this market,” he said. 

; The Bank of Japan sold around .51 00 mil- 
lion Monday in an attempt to stem the dol- 
lar’s rise, bringing its total outlay in recent 
weeks to some $1-5 Union, accor din g to 
banking sources. But the intervention could 
not prevent the yen slipping to 272.45 to the 
dollar, its lowest point since June 1 977. 

Although there was no immediate UJ5. 
reaction to the Japanese call for a joint 
approach to the dollar, the Reagan administ- 
ration has consistently resisted pressure from 
its trading- partners to be more active in the 
markets. In Frankfurt, the West German 
Central Bank sold overt 1 8.45 mflHon as the 
dollar was fixed at 2.5508 marks, compared 
with 2.5235 Friday. 

The latest statistics show the supply of 
money in the U.S. economy is now some $4 
billion above the targetfor this year set by the 
Federal Reserve Board, the U.S. central 
bank. With unemployment figures this week 
expected to show the jobless rate is'now over 
3 0 percent, a post-war record, the FED is not 
expected to tighten its monetary policy and 
force up interest rates. 

But me rise in the money supply means the 
central bank is unlikely to orchestrate any 
general easing in U.S. interest rates by mak- 
ing an early cut in its discount rate, the charge 
- it makes on loans to the U.S. banking system, 
from die present 10 percent dealers jakL 

The dollar was trading at 1 .6853 against 
the British pound, compared with 1.6983 
Friday.

ted parliamentary vote to remove Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and elect Kohl, returns as 
vice-chancellor and foreign minister. 

Schleswig-Holstein State Premier Gerhard 
Sfoltenberg (CDU), becomes finance minis- 
ter with FDP Economics Minister Otto 
Lambsdorff returning to his post. Trade 
unionist Norbert Bluem, the CDUs leading 
left-winger, was appointed minister of labor 
and social affairs. 

Right-wing CSU floor leader Friedrich' 
Zimmermann becomes interior minister in 


the most controversial of Kobrs appoint- 
ments. His elevation has been bitterly 
criticized by civil liberties groups and the left;' 

CDU defense expert Manfred Woerner, an 
advocate of higher military speeding, was 
appended defense minister. TTe only new 
FDP minister is Hafts ‘hrigelhanl; 48, who 
takes the justice portfolio. The only woman 
in the new cabinet is Education Minister 
Dorothee Wilms' (CDU), 53. 

CDU General Secretary Heiner Geissler 
becomes minister for youth, health and 
• family affairs, retaining his party post. The 
other CSU members' are Transport Minister 
Werner Doflinger, who first served in a West 
German cabinet in 1962, Housing Minister

Sino-Soviet talks start today 


PEKING, Oct. 4 (R). — Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Leonid Dyichov has arrived 
in Peking for the highest-level talks between 
the Soviet Union and Communist China since ’ 
negotiations broke down in January 1980. 

East European sources said he arrived 
Sunday and discussions were likely to begin 
Tuesday. A Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Dyichov would have talks 
with Chinese Deputy Foreign Minister Qian 
Qichen. 

He planned to bold “talks about talks” and 
hoped to reach an agreement with the Chin- 
ese on when proper discussions could begin, 
the sources said. There was no indication how 
long this would take. Uyichov, unlike other 
recent Soviet visitors who came to Peking as 
guests of their ambassador, arrived as his 
government representative, a significant 
upgrading in protocol terms. Negotiations on 
the long-standing border dispute between the 
two countries broke down in January 1980 
following the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

Dyichov, one of- Moscow’s top China 
experts, spent much of the 1 970s in Peking as 
chief Soviet negotiator at the abortive bolder 
talks, while Qian has considerable experience 
as a diplomat in the Chinese embassy in Mos- . 
cow. Rumors about Dyichov’ s visit had 
abounded in Peking for about a month, but 
until Monday, the Chinese avoided answer- 
ing any questions about it. 

Western diplomats said there was little' 
possibility that the talks would lead to a 
breakthrough in relations between the two 
Communist giants who have been at logger- 
heads for more than 20 years. They said the 
Soviet Union would have to make significant 
reductions in the number of its troops on the 
Sino-Soviet border or in Afghanistan to con- 
vince the Chinese of its good faith. But there 


was no indication that Moscow had any plans 
to do so. 

The Soviet Union has made several over- 
tures toward China recently, but Peking 
reacted coolly, saying it was looking for 
actions rather than words. 

Nevertheless, the Chinese clearly felt they 
had to raise the level of their contacts, one 
Western diplomat said. “There is nothing 
particularly surprising about holding talks at 
deputy foreign minister level,” he said. 
“What is surprising is that several years went 
by without significant contacts except for 
technical talks on navigation and rail links.” 

Soviet experts on Chinese affairs have said 
they were encouraged by current internal 
developments in China and believed some 
degree' of rapprochement was possible, 
though it would be a slow and difficult pro- 
cess. China’ stop leader, Deng Xiaoping, told 
Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki only 
last week that there could be no drastic 
improvement in Sino-Soviet relations^

Spain probes foiled coup attempt 


MADRID, Oct. 4 (R) — Spanish 
authorities Monday tried to assess the extent 
of a military plot aimed at seizing power on 
the eve of thfs month’ s-general election and 
preventing a likely Socialist victory. 

Defense Minister Alberto Oliart said on 
television Sunday night the plot had been 
foiled with the arrest of three artillery col- 
onels at dawn Saturday and said the situation 
was under control. But the defense ministry 
said it was too early to say how many soldiers 
were involved. It said an investigation was 


under way and more arrests could not be 
ruled out. 

The ministry said documents seized at the 
homes of the colonels contained elaborate 
plans to seize Madrid on October 27, the eve 
of Spam's third general election since the 
death - of Gen. Franco seven years ago. 
Officials said the rebellion would have been 
much bigger than last year’s takeover of the 
Cortes (parliament). 

The defense ministry said they had planned 
to seal off all roads in and out of Madrid.

LONDON, Ocl 4 (Agencies) — Iran said 
Monday its forces had repulsed two major 
attacks by Iraqi troops and inflicted heavy 
casualties on the Iraqis. 

Tehran radio, monitored in London, said 
the Iranians were still in full control of border 
area heights captured in Irari’slatest Gulf war 
offensive. The radio quoted tee Iranian 
national news agency 1RNA as saying the 
Iraqis had left behind a large quantity of 
armor and weapons, including two T-72 
tanks. Five Iraqi tanks and a large number of 
vehicles were destroyed, it said. 

More than 100 Iraqis were taken prisoner 
in the fighting Sunday night and early Mon- 
day morning, the broadcast said. Iran laun- 
ched the offensive Friday near Mandali, 110 
kilometers east of Baghdad and tbe closest 
point on tbe battiefront to the Iraqi capital. 

Meanwhile, King Hussein of Jordan 
arrived m Baghdad Monday for an official 
visit, the Iraqi News Agency reported. It said 
tbe Jordanian monarch was greeted at the 
airport by Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
and senior officials. 

King Hussein was accompanied by a 
delegation including Prime Minister Mudar 
Badran, chief of the royal cabinet Ahmad 
Al-Lawzi and the commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces, Lt. Gen. Sberif Zeid Ben 
Shaker. 

Jordan is a staunch supporter of Iraq in its 
two-year war against Iran mid tbe king has 
made several visits to Baghdad. 

According to diplomats m Beirut, Sudan's 
recent offer of troops to help Iraq in the Gulf 
war with Iran could make other Arab states 
feel they also should take action to back 
Baghdad. Sudan is tbe first Arab country to 
respond to an Iraqi appeal for aid against the 
Iranian offensive. 

The official Sudan news agency said Sun- 
day. that President Jaafer Nomeiri was con- 
sidering how many men to send to Iraq. Iraq 
applied to other Arafr countries: Saturday . 
for 'military, economic and financial aid. 

Iran plane 
hijacked 

BAHRAIN, OcL 4 (R) — An Iranian 
military transport plane hijacked to the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) was heading 
for an unknown destination Monday after all 
76 passengers were allowed to leave in 
Dubai, officials said. 

The four armed hijackers — three men and 
a woman — who ordered the C-l 30 Hercules 
to fly to Dubai Sunday were refused political 
asylum in the UAE, the officials added. Sec- 
ret negotiations with tee hijackers, whose- 
identity was not known, began Sunday. The 
passengers included a large number of 
women and children. 

The hijackers had threatened to harm the 
passengers when their initial demand for con- 
tacts with the United States on political 
asylum were rejected. The plane took off 
from Dubai and landed without permission at 
Sharjah airport less than 30 kilometers away 
after trying in vain to land at Oman’s Muscat 
airport, which was blocked. 

After negotiations with an Iranian envoy 
and a senior UAE official, tbe aircraft left 
Sharjah for an unknown destination. 

Officials said the hij ackers' ordered tee 
pilot to radio that he was short of fuel before 
the plane Landed in Dubai. After protracted 
negotiations during which tee hijackers 
agreed to free the passengers, it was allowed 
to take off. 

Airports throughout the Gulf were closed. 
After an abortive approach to Muscat air- 
port, the pflot returned to Sharjah where. he 
landed. As' police ringed the airport, the ruler 
of Sharjah and tee Iranian consul began 
negotiating with the hijackers. Their 
-demands for political asylum in the UAE 
were rejected but the plane was refueled and 
allowed to leave, the officials said. 

In Dubai, officials said the freed passen- 
gers would return to Iran by a comemrcdal 
airline. 

Biharis bound 
for Pakistan 

KARACHI, Oct. 4 (Agencies) — An air- 
lift of- over 2,000 stranded Biharis (non- 
Bengalis) from Bangladesh started Monday 
with the arrival here of 202 persons from 
Dacca. Tbe first batch comprised 33 families, 
including 26 infants. 

They were welcomed at Karachi Airport 
by Pakistan's Information and Broadcasting 
Minister Raja Zaferul Haq. Several hundred 
thousand Biharis have been stranded in 
Bangladesh since its independence in 
December 1971 . The government of Pakis- 
tan has agreed to accept 7,000 Biharis who 
have been living in relief camps in Bang- 
ladesh for the past 1 1 years. 

Biman; the Bangladesh national airlines, 
will ferry 176 stranded Pakistanis daily until 
Ocl 16, when a Saudi Arabian Air Force 
C-130 transport plane wiD join in the repat- 
riation flights, sources said. Pakistan has so 
far taken back about 122,000 out tbe 
462,000 persons stranded since tee founding 
of Bangladesh in December, 1971. 


BEIRUT. Oct. 4 (Agencies) — Lebanon's 
new President Amin Gemayel Monday re- 
appointed Shafiq Wazzan as prime minister. 
Wazzan announced. 

Wazzan, prime minister for tee last two 
years, had been serving in a caretaker capac- 
ity since Gemayel became president Sept. 23. 

“President Gemayel asked me to form tee 
new government and I accepted, th ankin g 
him for the faith invested in me,” Wazzan 
told reporters at the presidential palace after 
meeting tee president. His statement was 
broadcast by the right-wing Phaiangist radio. 

Wazzan played an important role in 
negotiating the evacuation of Palestinian 
commandos from Beirut last monte and an 
end to tee Israeli siege of tee city .During tee 
negotiations, be gained the respect of both 
the nationalist and Muslim leaders dose to 
tee Palestine liberation Organization (PLO) 
and tee rightist Christians. 

Wazzan, 57, is a career politician who 
served as justice minister from January to 
October 1 969 under tee then prime minister, 
Rashid Karami. A lawyer by trade, he made 
relatively little impact as prime minister until 
tee Israeli invasion in June. From being tee 
titular bead of a cabinet made almost power- 
less by years of civil strife, Wazzan quickly 
assumed a vital role in efforts to end the 
Israeli-Palestinian fighting in Lebanon.

Syrian missiles raided 


TEL AVIV; Oct. 4 (Agencies) — Israeli 
warplanes Monday raided Syrian positions in 
tee Lebanese mountains east of Beirut, the 
army said. 

A spokesman said tee planes destroyed a 
Syrian SAM-9 missile- launcher at Dahr 
El-Baidar. a strategic mountain pass on the 
Beirut-Damascus highway. The raid came a 
day after six Israeli soldiers were killed and 
22 wounded in an ambnsb in the town of 
Aley, east of BeiruL The army announce- 
ment did not directly link the raid with the 
ambush. “Israel continues in its resolve not to 
allow the Syrians to maintain ground-to-air 


missile launchers in Lebanon,” it said. 

Earlier, defense sources said Israel was 
holding Syria responsible for the ambush, 
. one of the bloodiest attacks on Israeli forces 
since frill-scale fighting ended in mid- August. 
The cabinet held a special two-hour session 
to discuss tee Lebanese situation but' issued 
no statement. The last Israeli raid on Syrian 
missile rites in Lebanon was in early Sep- 
tember. 

Army Chief of Staff Rafael Eitan and sev- 
eral other military commanders were called 
to the meeting, a sign that the government 
might be considering military action. 


Hajj results , oil policy reviewed 


JEDDAH, Oct 4. (SPA) — Results of this 
year’s pilgrimage arrangements and Saudi 
Arabia’s oil polity came under review here 
Monday evening at tee regular meeting of tee 
Council of Ministers under Crown Prince 
Abdullah, the first deputy premier and com- 
mander of tee National Guard. 

Cabinet spokesman Dr. Muhammad Abdo 
Yamani. the information minister, said after 
the meeting teat Prince Abdullah asserted 
that this year’s pilgrimage season was the 
most successful ever, because of the com- 
bined efforts of all ministries, government

Interior Minister Prince Naff, who is also 
president of Supreme Pilgrimage Committee, 
said that matters were dealt with objectively 
and wisely to avoid any disturbances that 
might barm the pilgrims or distract them from 
their rites. 


Women refugees humiliated 


■ S1DON, South Lebanon, Oct. 4 (AFP) — 
Each morning 50 or so women from the 
Palestinian refugee camp of Ain Helweh 
near here gather with their children at the 
enclosure where the Israeli army has made 
its headquarters in South Lebanon for news 
of imprisoned relatives. 

But each day the Israelis, who give out no 
information, send tbe women on to the 
International Red Cross, which in turn, 
makes note of their inquiries. Day after day, 
these women make the same, fruitless 
rounds. 

Apart from a few old men, only women 
now live in the Ain Heloue camp. When the 
Israeli Army invaded the area, most of the 
men fled or were taken prisoner by the 
Israelis. It is impossible to know bow many 
Palestinian men the Israelis are holding, but 
one woman in a United Nations reception 
center said each family had at least one 
member arrested and sometimes as many as 
six or seven. 

” When the Israelis arrived at the camp, 
they took away all men from 1 5 to 50,” said 
a young man who bad remained hidden. 
Every day. a representative from the Inter- 
national Red Cross turns up at the camp 
with definite news for some of the women in 
the form of a post card from its central 
.research agency with the name of a pris- 


oner, place of detention and the words, in 
Arabic, English and French: "In good 
health.” 

Most of the cards come from the Ansar 
detention camp south of Nabatiyet, to tbe 
southeast of Sidon. Bui the women’s rounds 
do not stop with the Red Cross: Three times 
a week, a bus bringing freed prisoners 
arrives in front of the offices of the Israeli 
army's civilian assistance unit. Here tbe 
women waft, often in anger or de'spair, 
sometimes burling rocks at the nearly 
empty buses. 

“ We tiy to speed up releases, but it takes 
time, 1 ’ said Lt. Col. Aaron Goren who is in 
charge of relations with the civilian popula- 
tion of South Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, resentment continues to 
build among the refugees. In an incident 
Tuesday in which a man was killed at tbe 
Ain Heloue camp, the Israeli Army reacted 
by arresting a further 50 persons. This led 
one refugee to remark bitterly: “The 
Israelis pay us in shekel but we pay them 
back in dollars. In other words they free 
one prisoner and arrest 10 more.” 

At Ansar, the failure of the Israelis to 
follow through with their promise to free 
many prisoners for the Muslim holy day led 
to last week's riot in which 18 prisoners 
were injured. , 


Israel spells out terms for pullout 


LONDON, Oct. 4 (Agencies) — One of 
Israer s conditions for signing an accord on 
the withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Lebanon is that 7,000 Palestinians held by 
Israelis in a South Lebanon camp must leave 
tbe country, a top Israeli official said in an 
interview published here Monday. 

Israel regarded these prisoners in the same 
light as the 4,000 to 7,000 Palestinian com- 
mandos still in northern Lebanon and the 
central Bekaa Valley, Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Yehuda Ben Meir told The Times news- 
paper. The U.S. and Lebanese governments 
agreed with Israel that the three foreign. for- 
ces in Lebanon — Israeli, Syrian and Pales- 
tinian'— must puD out simultaneously. 

-As far as Israel is concerned, we see this 
(an accord) as something that can be worked 


out in a period of weeks” the deputy foreign 
minister said. "The United States is very 
optimistic. They have told us that they have a 
commitment from the Syrians to leave” 

Meanwhile, Israeli forces had withdraw* 
from all permanent positions between 
Khalde. south of Beirut, and the southern 
port of Sidon Monday., witnesses reported, 
and heavy military traffic was seen moving 
south Sunday. 

Sunday afternoon, travellers reported 
seeing between 25 and 30 M-113 armored 
personnel carriers being ferried south on 
trailers. A few hours later, other M-l 3"s were 
seen moving south along a road east of Beirut 
Airport. The movement was thought to be 
pan of a withdrawal of Israeli forces from 
areas not yet occupied by the multinational 
buffer force.

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Computer system for city management 

JIMS pilot survey project nears completion

JEDDAH, Oct. 4 — A $1 million project 
called Jeddah Information and Mapping Sys- 
tem (JIMS),' one of the most sophisticated of 
its type in the world, will soon complete its 
pilot project for the survey of eight square 
kilometers of area in the city and another 
phase of actual survey will begin In the next 
few days, according to Deputy Mayor for 
Technical Affairs Engineer Barakat 
Bajunaid. 

The project has been jointly sponsored by 
the Jeddah Municipality and the Arabian 
Cleaning Enterprise (ACE). The aerial 
photography for the project started last 
December and the data has been fed into the 
computer system since July this year. 

Deputy Mayor Bajunaid told Arab News 
the system has been applied for the first time 
on such a large scale in depth survey for dty 
management It helps in town pl anning, 
measurement of road length, number of 
lights on tbe road, deride on expropriation 
areas and their location, alignment of roads 
and construction activity. 

The system is being used by ACE to 
develop the company’s payment schedule 
and to help plan routes for their vehicles. 

“We are the first garbage company ever to 
use the system,” said ACE Survey Services 
Senior Manager Henry Brown. He explained 
that since ACE is paid by the hectare for 
collecting garbage and by the kilometer for 
cleaning streets, “we need to know what is 
out there so we cao bill tbe Municipality' 
properly.” 

Bajunaid said the actual survey in the next 
few days is being undertaken to correlate and 
adjust the system by comparing the results 
obtained. Both systems will be integrated to 
obtain a real base map of Jeddah. “We will 
get aO the latest information and will be able 
to keep it up to date without sending any one 
outride,” hie added. 

Prof. CX. Miller, president and principal 
consultant,, of- the American firm CLM/ 
Systems Inc., who is the consultant for the 


project, said the aerial photographs for this 
purpose were taken last December at three 
different altitudes of 2,500 feet, 5.000 feet 
and 1 0,000 feet. Out of over 1 ,500 pictures 
so taken, the selected 300 have been enlarged 
four times their original size. 

’ These maps are fed into a computer, which 
digitizes the city into blocks and streets. “ We 
can then call out any part of the city and our 
plotter will instantly draw it in condensed 
map form,” said Brown. He said the survey is 
constantly adding to the system because 
“Jeddah is growing so fast and therc are new 
streets and buildings being bttflt every day." 

He noted that the municipality w21 use the 
system, under the guidance - of. Barakat 
Bajunaid, deputy mayor for technical affairs, 
to monitor growth of the city and assist them 
in land development and zoning. 

“When a new building is completed JIMS 
will show it." Brown added. He said ACE is 
using JIMS to assist the municipality in nam- 
ing foe city’s streets.

Iranian ‘exploitation’ denounced 


JEDDAH, Oct. 4 (SPA) — Muslim 
scholars m Pakistan Monday denounced the 
irresponsible attempts to exploit the holy 
places for political purposes. They died, in 
particular, the case of certain Iranian pilgrims 
in fylakkah and Madinah during Haj time to 
indulge in such activities. They said that such 
deeds were regrettable. 

In a statement published in the Pakistan 
Times, the Ulema said that worshipped 
should devote themselves solely to Allah 
during the rites and to no one else. They 
added that neither the shrines nor the pil- 
grimage season should ever be utilized for the. 
distribution of political leaflets or the chan- 
ting of political slogans that absolutely do not 
rhyme with genuine prostration before Allah 
the Almighty. Such activities are also diamet- 


rically opposed to the tenets of the Holy 
Quran and the pure Sunnah (prophet's 
tradition). 

The Pakistani statement was in conson- 
. ance with the contempt and dismay expre- 
ssed by more than one Muslim scholar in 
regard to the unrest stirred by some Iranian 
pilgrims during the Haj season for no other 
purpose than to disturb other pilgrims. 

The statement, signed by' 27 prominent 
religious figures in Pakistan, underlined the 
necessity of closing ranks in face of the 
calamity that the Palestinian and Lebanese 
people are undergoing. It also called for a 
renewed energy to foil all attempts by the' 
enemies of Islam to sow the seeds of dissen- 
sion among Muslims.

But if s a pet-shop with a difference, in that 
not aO the aarimab there are petty — excuse 
tire pun — and most of them are exotic ones, 
with some almost extinct. Take, for instance, 
the turds. The first one that greets visitors is a 
full-grown black palm cockertoo. 

At the shop th ere are several kinds of ani- 
mals: ra animate, Tish, birds and reptiles, and 
there also axe several species of each category 
of animal. Fish alone are represented by 40 
different species. There are also snakes 
including cobras but they are not for sale. 

“Beautiful Creatures" was established just 
■ over a year ago and occupies 700 square met- 
ers of tire ground floor of one of the modem 
buildings off Riyadh’s Airport Road. Balla’a 
says. “We do have plans lor ex pansi on and 
one of our 'immediate objective is to increase 
the show-room area by acquiring another 
'300 square meters", adding that even as it is. 
it’s the biggest pet-shop of its kind in the 
Kingdom. 

The animals are imported from various 
parts of the world, such as the United States 
Africa, the Far East, Latin America and even 
from Europe. “But”, Balla’a said, “we don’t 
sell any animal before it has adapted to the 
country's climate." He said those from tropi- 
cal countries adapt better to the Kingdom's 
climatic conditions. 

Balia' a said the animals they sell do not 
need special controlled temperature, and 
other than the ambient temperature all they 
need is a shelter from the scorching Saudi 
Arabian sun. But when they do get sick they 
have their own veterinary clinic to which the 
animate are taken. There they have a full- 
time veterinary doctor, apart from other 
staff, and, in fact, they are in the process of 
reenriting one more qualified vet : 

The cHnic treats any sick animal that has 
been bought from them, and only from them, 
and before the commencement of the treat- 
ment a pedigree and health certificates have 
to be produced. 

The importation of animals as far as 
“Beautiful Creatures" is concerned is strictly 
dependent on orders from cheats, although 
they do try to ma in t ain good stocks at both 
their exhibition-room as wefl at the ware- 
house. This rule particularly applies to large 
animate, such as the zebra, gaudies, Arabian 
oryx and other sizeable species. But for the 
smaller fry, like cats, guinea-fowls, deer and 
mountain sheep, there are always good 
stocks. 

One qf the reasons for controlling the 
importation is that some of the animals can be 
very expensive.

Oct. 4 — UmmalQura Univer- 
sity is conducting research at Wadi Al- 
Nooman on the origin of subterranean water. 

Dr.Jazaeri visits 
public hospital 

JEDDAH, Oct. 4 (SPA) — Health Minis- 
ter Dr. Hussein Jazaeri Wednesday win 
inspect the public hospital here and perform a 
number of surgical operations. He will also 
hold a seminar to be attended by senior doc- 
tors, surgeons and hospital officials on the 
hospital's achievements in the past year and 
the ministry’s plan to enhance hospitals in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Dr. Jazaeri will also inspect outpatient 
clinics and various other sections of the hos- 
pital, including the operation rooms. He will 
also chat with hospitalized patients and listen 
to their observations. Lately, the number of 
surgeons was doubled at the hospital to allow 
for open and closed bean surgery. Such 
operations are -performed by tbe bead of the 
cardiological section Dr. Hassan Raffa and 
team of assistants. 


It is assisted by (SAN CSX), the Saudi Ara- 
bian National Council on Science and Tech- 
nology, and Makkah’s Water and Sewage 
Department. The research is financed by 
SANCST, Okaz reported. 

SANCST is providing the perforating and 
other heavy equipment, winches, electric 
power generators, water lifting pumps, 
radio-active material and related preventive 
tools and advanced electronic gear to trace 
tbe radiation in subterranean water, along 
with an integrated team of specialized 
academic researchers and technicians. 

The rector. Dr. Rashed Al-Rajeh, and 
Dean Dr. Muhammad Al-Ghamdi inspected 
tbe project during a field visit recently. They 
were accompanied by a large number of 
senior officiate from the university, foremost 
among whom were the deans of the various 


faculties and institutes. 

The chief researcher Dr. So liman Hamad 
Al- Muslim made an review on the develop- 
ment of work on the project which started 
two weeks ago when the center began study- 
ing the project through specialized commit- 
tees and placed it on the priority list of pro- 
jects which it finances within the framework 
of a contract it has with the university. 

The center considers it as one of the prime 
research projects in the Kingdom. It involves, 
mainly an evaluation of the physical and hyd-, 
rological characteristics of the subterranean 
water reserve known for its penetrability or 
perviousness, porousness, storage and high 
density with high speed.. The most modern 
methods are used in the research, including 
radioactive material to trace the subterra- 
nean water's origin.

Egypt extends state of emergency 


CAIRO, Oct. 4 (AP) — The Egyptian par- 
liament Monday approved a government 
request to extend for one year the state of 
emergency imposed in the wake of last 
October’s assassination of President Anwar 
Sadat. The emergency curbs civil rights by 
allowing the government to tap telephones, 
censor and confiscate newspapers, detain 
people without charge and use other meas- 
ures to safeguard internal security. 

Ibrahim Shoukri, leader of the opposition 
Socialist Labor Party, said in a telephone 
interview that about 280 deputies had voted. 
He said the only “no” votes were seven 
members of his party, three independents 
and one Liberal Party member. 

' President Hosni Mubarak’s National 
Democratic Party nominates the parliament 

“I don’t think this law is necessary.” 
Shoukri said in the interview. “I think the 
interior ministry wants it extended so it can 
do its work more easily." He said he hoped 
the government would review its decision 
before the end of the year’s extension. 

In a brief dispatch, the government’s Mid- 


dle East News Agency announced the deci- 
sion by the 392-member people’s assembly, 
but gave no further details. 

The extension goes into effect Wednesday, 
the anniversary of Sadat's assassination by 
religious extremists. The state of emergency 
would have lapsed on Wednesday. 

Prime Minister Fuad Mohieddin cited a 
“continuing threat” of religious extremists in 
asking parliament for the extension. He said 
the emergency law would “not be a limitation 
that will interfere with free democratic prac- 
tice” in Egypt. Mohieddin said the law would 
be aimed at curbing “terrorists and extrem- 
ists” and not opposition politicians. 

Shoukri told the Associated Press on the 
eve of the vote that the extension was not “in 
Egypt’s general interest." He said: “We 
should be malting laws for the good of the 
people. It is very uncomfortable to know that 
the police can come into your home and 
arrest you.” 

Parliamentary Speaker Sufi Abu Taleb 
imposed the emergency decree hours after 


Sadat was ass a ssin a ted daring a military 
parade Oct. 6. The decision, made while Abu 
Taleb was interim president, was ratified a 
few days later by parliament. 

Under powers granted by the emergency 
laws, police rounded up more thin 3,000 per- 
sons suspected of involvement in Sadat’s 
death or in extremist organizations. Most 
have since been released, government offi- 
cials say, although 145 are stiK being held 
without charge. 

Western diplomats and others had been 
expecting the government to extend the 
emergency decree. State-controlled news- 
papers had been quoting officials as warning 
of new threats to internal security by the 
Jihad religious group and others. 

Last month newspapers published 
accounts of what the interior ministry said 
was a plot to free Jihad leaders from prison 
and launch a wave of terror culmina tin g in a 
coup against the regime of Mubarak. Press 
reports said some 150 persons were being 
questioned in connection with the plot. 


Ulusu visits Tunisia 


Mubarak sends message to U.S. 


ANKARA, Oct. 4 (R) — Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulent Ulusu left Turkey Monday 
for a four-day official visit to Tunisia to dis- 
cuss regional issues, bilateral relations and 
industrial cooperation, officials said. 

Ulusu told reporters at Ankara Airport 
that he would also like to see Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization (PLO) chief Yasser 
Arafat if Arafat returned to Tunis while he 
was there. 


CAIRO, Oct 4 (AP) — President Hosni 
Mubarak Monday asked Egypt’s ambassador 
to the United States, Ashraf GhorbaL to 
relay a verbal message to U.S. officials on the 
Middle East situation. 

Following his meeting with Mubarak at 
Uruba Palace, Ghorbal told reporters that 
the president had reiterated the need for 
Israel to “stop its invasion and withdraw its 
troops from Lebanon.” Ghorbal did not dis- 
close the contents of the message, but said he

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Israel expels 
2 Arab officials 
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TEL AVIV, Oct. 4 (AP) — Israel West 
Bank civil administration has expelled an 
Arab university official for refusing to sign a 
pledge disavowing the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, Israel radio reported Monday. 

Dr. Abdul- Rahman Shaheen, the vice 
president of An-Najab University in Nablus, 
was told he must leave the West Bank by 
Tuesday after his application for residency 
was denied for refusing to sign the controver- 
sial pledge, the state radio said. 

The university’s president, Muntfaer Sal ah 
also wiD be expelled for refusing to sign the 
pledge, the radio said. Spokesmen for the 
university and the civil administration could 
not be reached for comment by telephone. 

The civil administration has demanded 
that foreign academics ago an oath that they

UNRWA win need 
six to seven weeks to prepare tents for all 
of the homeless, but “we should start to 
see the first tents going up next week,” 
Gravinsky said. 

Another problem facing UNRWA is 
the need for additional sites outside the 
camps to house the refugees. “At this time 
the Lebanese government bas said no. but 
I thrnlr it will be resolved,” Gravinsky told 
the Associated Press. 

The first of some 11, 000 tents UNRWA 
has ordered began arriving in Israel last 
week, but they also win be used for relief 
efforts in Beirut, Gravinsky said.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (R) — The

In 1.1 formal negotiating sessions before 
the talks were recessed in August, Rowny 
and his bargaining team presented what he 
said were “the broad outlines" of the 
American position, which proposes mutual 
reductions in ballistic warheads, from 
approximate prevailing levels of 7,500 on 
both sides to about 5.000. No more than half 
of those warheads would be land-based. 

“We are going to continue to lay out. in 
more detail our position," said Rowny, who 
declined to say whether the Soviets have 
introduced a counteroffer." We don't discuss 
things that happen in Geneva,"' said Rowny,

NATO reviews Soviet ties 


VAL DAVID, Ouebec, Oct. 4 (R) - 
NATO foreign ministers, wanning to a new

Will change of Helmut lead to change of German policy ?

BONN — 

West Germany’sncw chancellor, Helmut Kohl, is 
a conservative who will sound more pro-American 
and anti-Soviet than his predecessor Helmut 
Schmidt. But whether the change of Helmut and the 
change of rhetoric will bring any change in West 
German foreign poliey is open to doubt 

The tone of German-American relations is likely 
to turn more friendly. Although Kohl speaks no 
English and Ronald Reagan no German, the two 
men are both cheerful, old-fashioned conservatives 
with little experience in foreign affairs and no love 
for the Soviets. 

He won’t as Schmidt did, “lecture the American 
president about high UJS. interest rates, but will te B 
him that he loves his country, Germany.

Landing attempt adds to Albania’s mystery

VIENNA - 

The aura of mystery surrounding Albania, 
Europe's most secretive country, has been inten- 
sified by reports of an abortive landing on its coast 
by a group of armed emigres. The interior ministry 
in Tirana announced that a gang of heavily-armed 
“runaway Albanian criminals" equipped with a 
radio transmitter had staged a night-time landing 
on an unidentified stretch -of coast last weekend. 

Discovered early the next morning, the group 
bad been “totally liquidated" by soldiers, security 
forces and local residents after five hours, the report 
said. 

A day after the ministry announcement, the 
exiled pretender to the Albanian throne, King 
Leka, was quoted as saying in Paris that bis fol- 
lowers, commandos from a royalist “National 
Liberation Army”, had staged the landing. The 
43-year-old Leka, son of the exiled late King Zog, 
told a French newspaper be bad been against the 
operation because it seemed suicidal. 

This view is shared by Albania-watchers, who 
rated the chances of such an operation passing 
undetected for long in one of the world’s most 
closed societies as miniscule. 

Since Albania's break with China in 1 978, which 
like an earlier rupture with Moscow came about 
over deep ideological differences, Tirana has stood 
alone claiming to be the world's only pure Com- 
munist state. With no friends, and deep suspicions 
toward its neighbors, Albania has put its 2.4 million 
people on a more or less permanent war footing, 
through posters mounted on every street corner. 

The country is closed to all but a trickle of vis- 
itors, mainly businessmen and political activists 
pursuing Tirana’ s ultra-orthodox, Stalinist brand of 
communism that went out elsewhere in the Eastern 


Bloc In the 1950s. 

Some experts on Albania are skeptical about the 
extent of .Leka’ s involvement, if any, in the abortive 
landing, and deny his subsequent claim that royalist 
guerrillas had been carrying oat attacks inside 
Albania. In 1976 Leka claimed that an anti- 
Co mm unist unit was operating in central and 
southern Albania. Diplomats in Belgrade who fol- 
low events across the border said they were 
unaware of any such activity. 

Albania experts said a number of emigre 
organizations, successors to nationalist groups that 
tost out to the Communists in Albania in 1944, were, 
active in Western countries as lobbyists, but doutS- 
ted whether any operated inside the country. 

In 1972, Leka announced the formation of a 
united front of 10 exile groups to fight the Com- 
munist government, but little has been heard of it 
since. Between 1 949 and 1952 there were a number 
of unsuccessful attempts by exile groups to enter 
Albania with a view to stepping up resistance to the 
regime. One attempt was thought to have been 
foiled after Soviet agent Kim Philby, then a top 
British diplomat, tipped off Moscow. 

One Albania specialist speculated that the latest 
operation may have been an attempt by die-hard 
exile groups to set up some sort of contact with the 
Albanian people/ Albanian diplomats in Vienna 
dismissed Leka's claims that royalist forces were 
operating within Albania as absurd. “He doesn’t 
exist for us, or for the Albanian people,” one said. 
“He is just dreaming old dreams that can never be 
realized." . 

Leka left Tirana with his parents two days after 
his birth when Italian troops invaded Albania. His 
father Zog, who had himself proclaimed king in 
192S, was deposed in absentia in 1949 and died in 
exile in Madrid in 1961. After declaring himself 
pretender to the throne, Leka continued to live in 
Madrid until his heavily guarded estate and cache of 


weapons became an embarrassment to the democ- 
ratic government, and be was asked to leave in 
1979. be now lives in South Africa with his 
Australian- born wife. ' 

One Albania watcher said both sides appeared to 
be trying to obtain maximum publicity from the 
abortive operation. For Leka and other exile 
groups, it provide dan opportunity to show that they 
were still active. For Tirana, it was a justification of 
warnings to its people against hostile forces and 
calls for increased vigilance.

“The internal enemies, just like the foreign ones, 
have tried to liquidate our Socialist order... so that 
the Russian or Serb, the American or Italian make 
the law in tbis country”, Alia, a member of the 
party's ruling Politburo, said. It was not dear to 
which enemies be was referring. The last major 
purges in Albania took place between 1973 and 
1975 wbeneigbt top officials, including the defense 
minister and three key econo mists, , we re dropped 
and accused of trying to topple the government 

The purges, which also affected thousands of 
lower-level officials, were seen as indications of 
disagreement between the old guard around vet- 
eran leader Enver Hoxha and others seeking some 
loosening of Albania's isolationist policies. 

There was speculation abroad of more top-level 
disagreements following the death by suicide of 
Albanian Prime Minister Mebmet Shefau last 
December. But though Interior Minister Ijecor 
Sbehu, reliably reported to be a relative of the late 
premier, was dismissed, and his'widow disappeared' 
from public life, there was no evidence that major 
new purges were taking place. (R)

“But it has removed 
nothing of the threat, this policy has just changed 
character. Ideological aggression has been added (o 
the danger of a military attack." 

Schmidt would never have made such a speech. 
BUt one factor that may allay Soviet fears that 
KohTs chancellorship signals a change in policy is 
that the foreign ministry will be headed by die same 
man, Hans-Dietrich Genscher. Genscher served as 
foreign minister from 1974 until his resignation 
■ from the cabinet Sept 17. He then led his liberal 
Free Democrat Party into alliance with Kohl, and 
will get his old post back under a new chancellor. 

KohTs election may give Genscher more control 
over foreign policy. Schmidt liked playing interna- 
,tional statesman, forging his own special Frahco- 
German alliance with former French President 
Valery Giscard tTEstaing and visiting Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev. 

Kohl is a generalist who has come to power on a 
domestic platform and has never expressed interest 
in foreign-affairs. That would leave Genscher more 
scope forinhiative. But hia only recent independent 
Contribution to West German foreign polity is a 
renewed push for European unity, which as one 
European diplomat in Bonn said, “is a nice idea but 
isn't gping to go anywhere at the moment." (AP)- ;

Jizan - - the green valley of promise 
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By Radha Bararf 

JEDDAH — Jizan i$ perhaps one of the 
best examples of the way natural resources 
are being harnessed by modern science, so as 
to bring about swift, forward-looking 
changes in the life of the people. One 
approach to this green valley is the Abha- 
Jizan highway, which descends from the 
foothills of Abha into the coastal plains bor- 
dering the Red Sea. 

The road, running through the scenic coun- 
tryade, is sometimes straight, sometimes 
winding. The rock is soft Roadbuildeis have 
had to take protective measures to ensure 
safety from landslides and to facilitate drain- 
age. At more than one point in the lower part 
of the descent, the road passes through a 
long, dark tunnel. The soft rock at die tunnel 
openings has been strengthened by nw«ni! of 
special engineering techniques. 

The Wadi Bashir, notorious for its flash 
floods, has made it necessary for the road to 
be built on a bank, resembling a causeway. 
On either side, towering hills raise their rocky 
heads to the sky. Massive boulders are strewn 
along the. wayside. 

Beyond the foothills of Abha, the road cuts 
across fields dotted with tent-shaped houses 
made of straw. The sandy landscape fre- 
quently gives way to flashes of brilliant green, 
as one passes patches of cultivated land. A 
few camels may be seen, chewing contentedly 
on the foliage of a thorny tree. An incredible . 
dump for motorcycles heralds the approach 
to Jizan town. 

The 'town itself is built directly on the sea. 
■The houses, old and new, give way to an open 
stretch of road, adjacent to the rocky 
seashore. The port is close at hand. The sea 
also supports the flourishing fishing industry. 
The Spanish mackerel is very popular. Across 
the Red Sea lies the coast of Eritrea, which 
has maintained its links' with Arabia since 
ancient times. 

In the town, the market area is the hub of 
all activity. Rows of shops, selling a variety of 
goods, cater to a large throng of customers. 
With a local man by yourside, you might pick 
up a good bargain at the cloth shop or at the 
jeweler's. 

Of the 403,106 inhabitants of the Jizan 
district. 328.120 live in the town area. A few 
kilometers away is the new hospital complex. 
Since 1980, Jizan has been included in the 
five-hospital scheme of the Ministry ' of 
Health. This has resulted in a tremendous 
improvement in the system of health care, 
and in die medical facility available to the 
people. 

One is struck by the amazing greenery in 
the areas that surround the town. Most of the 
people are involved in agriculture. About 40 
miles away from the town of Jizan is the Wadi 
Baysh, where one can see millet fields cover- 
ing a stretch of several hundred square miles. 
The lush green countryside is a feast for the * 
eyes. •' 

Jizan experiences an average annual rain- 
fall of 64.5 mm. This does not solve the prob- 
lem of irrigation, however. The slope of the 
western heights is riddled with deep gorges, 
and the steep incline causes excessive run off. 
Previously, the only method of irrigation was 
the distribution of floodwaters in the wadis. 

In arid areas, there would not be sufficient 
vegetation to absorb the excess rain water. 
The runoff, gushing into the wadis with 
incredible force, would bring vast destruction 
in its wake, and a lot of precious water would 
be wasted. The unpredictability of the flood, 
and the weakness of the earth bunds across 
the wadis, would create severe problems. In 
'such circumstances, agricultural advance- 
ment was hardly possible. 

In recent years, however, a dam has been 
constructed at Malald, for the conservation of 
the flood waters. The catchment for the dam 
lies in the Asir Mountains, near the Yemen 
border. The site is located between mountain 
ridges, about 30 miles east of tbe city of Jizan, 
450 Feet above -ea level. Behind the dam is a 
reservoir that has a capacity of 77 million 
cubic meters. The water retained by the dam 
during the wet months can be released in 
controlled quantities, at suitable times, 
according to the requirements of the farmers. 
The waste and destruction caused by flash 
floods has been reduced considerably by the 
building of this dam. 

A canal system has also been created, to 
ensure reliable and adequate distribution of 
water over the lands. A land-leveling prog- 
ram is under way. This is expected to give a 
boost to the standard of farming techniques. 
What was once a wilderness is now on the way 
to becoming a significant agricultural area. 

An experimental farm has been estab- 
lished in collaboration with the Food and 
Agricultural Organization (FAO), to demon- 
strate better farming methods. It is also 
expected to introduce new crops to the area. 
Crops such as wheat, sesame, legumes, cotton

and vegetables can be successfully grown 
here, in addition to sorghum, which is tbe 
most important crop. 

Some distance away from the town of Jizan 
is the power plant that supplies electricity to 
the area. While the Electricity Services 
Department has long-term plans for connect- 
ing different regions, a short-term project 
like this aims at integrating the town with its 
neighboring villages. The gigantic power 
plant, with its roaring gas turbines and mas- 
sive diesel generators, is a symbol of tbe rapid 
development that has been taking place in 
this region. The cement factory, part of the 
development plan, is another feature of the 
modernization of Jizan. 

At the same time, Jizan still retains much of ' 
its old-world charm. In tbe factories and 
development projects lies the promise of the 
future. In the ageless straw dwellings and the 
traditional life-style of some of the people, 
traces of the past are still clearly viable. 

As a reminder of ancient times stands the 
huge fort palace of Jizan, with its high enclos- 
ing walls, graceful turrets and spacious cour- 
tyards. Silhouetted against the sky, with a 
forest of palm trees in the background, the 
sprawling palace presents an imposing pic- 
ture. The vast walls enclose a structure that is 
remarkably well preserved. In the evening, 
the turrets cast long shadows in the sand. 

In keeping with the same aura of historic 
grandeur is the Jizan fort. Built on higher 
ground, with the hills for a backdrop, it domi- 
nates the landscape. A rugged brown struc- 
ture. with square and round towers and sharp 
cren illations all along the roofing, the fort has 
an austere beauty of its own. 



curved dagger by their side. The women wear 
brilliant colors, and their bro^brimtned 
straw fiats are a striking feature of their outfit. 
Tbe Bedouins of this region are known for 
their silver ornaments. Silver-studded leather 
pieces are often worn by tbe men. On a mar- 
ket day, the nomads may be seen moving 
about the village. The life of these Bedouins 
seems, at first sight, to be untouched by time. 
Yet. they, too, are changing. They cannot 
remain entirely unaffected by tbe vast trans- 
formation that is taking place all around 
them. 

Jizan today is poised at the point of transi- 
tion from the old to the new. Making giant 
strides toward the future, it may be barely 
recognizable in a few years’ time. Yet, at the 
moment, it reveals to the visitor a unique 
blend of the traditional and the modern that 
gives to this region a distinctive character of 
its own.

Soviet dilemma: howto raise 
rents without being noticed

MOSCOW -(LOS) — The rising cost of 
housing subsidies at a time of economic 
stringency has presented Soviet econoipists 
with the tricky problem of bow to raise rents 
without being seen to do so. 

The problem is partly one of success. The 
massive housing construction of the last 20* 
years has allowed 1 70 million people to move 
into new flats and houses. 

Low rents "are -considered a major 
achievement of Soviet-style socialism: they 
take, on average, only 2 percent of a family’s 
income. The income. This means they cover 
only one-third of the housing maintenance 
costs. The state has to pay the rest. 

The housing subsidy has consequently 
been rising year after year while state expen- 
diture on social services, tike education and 
medical care, has marked time. It has now 
readied $9 trillion a year, $3 J more than 20 
years ago. 

The problem faring the Soviet government 
is how to extract more money from the 
occupiers of state housing without altering 
the apparently inviolable principle on which 
all rents are calculated. Laid down in 1 928, 
this says that one square meter of living space 
should cost the equivalent of about 20 cents. 

£ jme Soviet economists give, the impres- 
sion they v/nuld like to raise this. They point 
out that a : .it of 20 cents a square meter 
more than 5U years ago meant a family was 
paying up to 10 percent of its budget on bous- 
ing, a lot more than today. 

Like the 5 cent Moscow underground fare 
and negligible income tax, low rent has 
become a sacred cow of what Soviet leaders 
call ‘‘real socialism,” Obviously they repres- 
ent popular social policies which any politi- 
cian would be reluctant to change. 

. Other members of the Soviet bloc, free of 
tbe burden of being the flagship of "real 


socialism," can get away with .experiments 
that would seem outrageous in Moscow.In 
Hungary, for example, two-thirds of all hous- 
ing is being built by private ^neans. compared 
with only a fifth in Soviet cities. 

The Soviet legacy of egalitarianism would 
scarcely allow urban private and cooperative 
housing to expand, because -their cost is 
beyond the reach of the average family. The 
approach to the problem must accordingly be 
subtle, as was shown by two economists in an 
article published earlier this mouth inPnmfa, 

For a start they point out that the state 
income from rents could be raised simply by 
applying the 1928 regulation! in a uniform 
way throughout the country. At present, 
rents in the Russian republic are higher than 
the average for the whole country, while in 
tbe republic of Armenia and Latvia they are 
30 to 40 percent lower. 

One reason for these differences is that 
some republics are not applying fully the 
1 928 clause that allows for a 25 percent ren- 
tal surcharge on bousing built after 1924. 
Another is that different republics have dif- 
ferent regulations dta the minim um living' 
space per person (in Soviet jargon this is 
somewhat forbiddingly known as tbe “sanit- 
ary norm"). 

In Russia proper, families must pay sup- 
plementary rent for a flat that exceeds nine 
square meters of living space, excluding 
kitchen and bathroom, but not so the happy 
inhabitants of the Ukraine and Georgia. 

Apart from proposing the removal of such 
anomalies, the two econo mic * suggest grad- 
ing rents according to the desirability of the 
accommodation. 

The most important factor, though, would 
be whether a fiat Was self-contained or the 
bathroom and kitchen had to be shared. In 
1979 one in five Muscovites was still living in 
communal flats without a private kitchen and 
bath.

Myths about aging analyzed

WASHINGTON. (WP) — “One of the 
great paradoxes of lfte." says gerontologist 
Muriel Oberleder, “is that most people 
want to live a long time but few people want 
to be old." 

A common way older people deal with this 
dilemma, she says, “is to think of themselves 
as middle-aged. In one study, large numbers 
of people over age 85 who were asked to 
identify themselves in terms of age checked 
off “middle-aged.” People who were willing 
to label themselves *okT or “elderly” actu- 
ally had a higher mortality rate, and many did 
not live until the restudy which took place 1 0 
years later.” 

This confirms a credo the University of 
California psychology professor has con- 
cluded after spending 30 years “up to my 
elbows” in the study of aging: “ Rejecting the 
age designation of “old" — and the negative 
stereotypes associated with it — is not only 
good for the soul, it helps you live longer.” 

Although “people are living longer and 
feeling younger than ever before.” says Ober- 
leder, ““we have all been brainwashed into 
believing myths about aging. The major myth 
is that we assume we'll get senile if we live 
long enough, and from about age 40 on we 
test ourselves. If we have the slightest mem- 
ory lapse we get veiy nervous.” 

Other myths are that aging means depres-

Despite the negative assumptions about 
aging, “95 percent of us age normally— we 
feel pretty good, we don’t lose our memory, 
we get along well with others," says Ober- 
leder. “Aging is a total, dynamic process that 
changes from person to person, place to place 
and even within the same person from one 
situation to another." 

The remaining 5 percent experience “all 
the stereotypes of old age," a condition Ober- 
leder, 59, rails “pathological aging.” While 
illnesses such as alzheimer’s disease may be 
responsible in some cases, sbe maintains that 
“generally the so-called problems of aging 
result from a psychological breakdown. 

“Any number of psychological and social 1 
stresses can bring about the symptoms we call 
senility. Senility is a garbage-can diagnosis 
for people who are behaving after 65 in a way 
that would be considered psychotic at any 
other age. Think about the classic problems 
— disorientation, incontinence, depression. 
They’re symptoms of anxiety at any age. 

“When they happen to an old person we 
should do the same thing we do when they 
happen to a young person — get professional 
help to look for the cause and work on 
eliminating the stress. But instead we label it 


senility and assume if s irreversible.” 

People most likely to age pathologically 
“are those,” she says, “who have a shaky 
psychology or are loners.” Individuals who 
already have a low self-image are most sus- 
ceptible to “the root of all evils in a g in g — 
and the core of depression — the loss of self- 
esteem. 

“You feel old when something happens 
that you can’t control, and in aging that hap- 
pens more and more. The experience that is 
truly unique to older age is loss of power. It 
takes some getting used to, and some never 
make it” 

Depression — “which is anger turned 
inwanf ' — is one response to this feeling of 
powerlessness and a common symptom of 
“pathological aging." At high risk: “those 
who fear growing old, who repress bad 
thoughts, who are filled with regrets and 
unresolved conflicts, who feel that life 
doesn’t meet their expectations and feel che- 
ated.” Also, “problems with marriage, job, 
money, health can all tee off psychological 
symptoms which, if untreated,” she says, 
“can lead to what is commonly called senil- 
ity” 

Sometimes senile behavior “can be the 
final act of personal revenge,” claims Ober- 
leder. “It allows someone to act out hidden 
fantasies or hide their terror of being old and. 
dying helplessly by just avoiding reality . Most 
senile people are terrified people.” -

If your doctor insists on using the procedure routinely, insist on 
consultation.

Scientists study 
safe therapy 
for drug addicts

WASHINGTON, (G) — Research may be 
dose to a way of taming the long- lasting 
psychoses and schizophrenic effects of the 
drug PCP (phencyclidine), which for a 
decade has been at the center of a drug-abuse 
cult in the U.S. The drug was developed in the 
late 50s as an anesthetic but found to produce 
such violent hallucinogenic side effects that it 
□ever went beyond use in research. It differs 
strfltinglky from LSD, whose effects wear off 
in about 48 hours, by indudng chronic effects 
of delusion or autistic behavior which may 
last up to two weeks. 

Although the early reports of PCP pro- 
ducing superhuman strength and uncontrol- 
lable violence are now regarded as folk 
legend rather than fact, the wide use of the 
drug in the U.S. has resulted in serious prob- 
lems because of the difficulty in controlling 
symptoms over such a long period. Some of 
the standard treatments for use in controlling 
the effects of other drugs, such as the 
phenothiazmes, can produce life-threatening 
side effects when used on people who have 
taken PCP. But the psychotic and behavioral 
effects of PCP are very similar to those pro- 
duced by LSD and th long-lasting drug was at 
one time brought into the illicit drug market 
as a con trick m place of the more costly LSD. 

Experimental use of PCP in the treatment 
of schizophrenics in the U.S. revealed that its 
side effects could last for months implying 
biochemical effects on the brain which are 
quite distinct from those of other hailuctno- 
genic drugs, perhaps closely related to some 
forms of naturally occurring schizophrenia.- 
Now, in research seeking ways of bloc king 
the long-lasting effects of PCP and perhaps 
identifying new obstances which may be of 
use both in the treatment of drug abuse and 
the psychotic condition, the Pfizer 
Laboratories in Connecticut appear to have 
come up with an answer. 

By testing the response of PCP addicted 
rats when given various substances which 
might theoretically be able to block the action 
of PCP, the scientists have identified 
chemical analogues of a substance called 
adenosine (itself a powerful sedative) which 
are specific in eliminating -the long-term 
effects. In a report in the journal Science the; 
say that, although they do not folly under- 
stand why the adenosine-like compounds act 
as antagonists to PCP, it may be because the 
two drugs work in opposite ways on the same 
brain receptor cells and therefore cancel out. 
But the discovery may well open up a new 
and safe therapy for PCP addicts and could, 
eventually, be of importance in the treatment 
of schizophrenia.

Chinese sterilize mosquitoes

PEKING. (Depthnews) — Researchers 
id Shanghai are breeding sterile male 
anopheline mosquitoes (Anopheles 
balabacensis balabacensis Bdsas) for intro- 
duction into a general population of mos- 
quitoes in South China to reduce the 
number of this malaria vector. 

To date 33 generations have been bred 
naturally at the Shanghai Institute of 
Entomology, according to Pan Jiafu, head 
of the anopheles research group. The insti- 
tute in working in collaboration with the 
World Health Organization on this 
research, and receives support toward this 
goal. 

A. balabacensis , with 22 percent to 6.1 
percent of the population carrying malig- 
nant malaria, lives in the jungles of South- 
east Asia, and some South China areas, 
including Yunnan province and Hainan 
Island off the coast of Guangdong province. 

The anopheline mosquito, which usually 
feeds on human and monkey blood, 
inhabits dense forest where the broad- 
leafed trees prevent insecticides from reach- 
ing the insects. Therefore, biological con- 


trol is desirable. 

The mosquitoes used at the institute were 
collected from Hainan and experiments 
began in 1978. The scientists resorted to 
artificial insemination — a slow and pains- 
taking process. Each researcher could only 
handle 200 specimens a day, and only 30 
percent of the mated insects laid eggs. After 
16 generations of artificially bred mos- 
quitoes, the scientists set out to naturally 
breed the insects. 

In the laboratory. 1 3 to 14 generations of 
anopheles were propagated each year, with 
average life spans about one month. Each 
female mates only once in life, and produces 
about 1.000 eggs in three egg-laying 
periods. Dr. Pan says. The eggs were then 
placed in a chemical solution which steril- 
ized them. 

As for actual testing in the field, the date 
has not been set due to many te chnical prob- 
lems that must first be resolved. If the 
laboratory work is to be applied to affected 
areas, the researchers must do a thorough 
investigation of the resident A. balabacensis 
and have five to 10 times the number of this 
wild species available for release in order to 
effectively reduce the population. j 


With tax breaks as lure 


London docklands for sale

WASHINGTON ( WP) — Britain is trying 
to sell part of its historic London docks, the 
home port of ships that once spread the ten- 
tacles of its empire around the world, to 
American investors, with tax breaks and the 
elimination of bureaucratic red tape used as a 
lure. 

Even the new British ambassador to 
Washington, Sir Oliver Wright, lent his pre- 
stige to the sales pitch of the London Dock- 
lands Development Corp. When he told a 
group of potential investors invited to the 
British Embassy here recently: “This is a 
further golden opportunity to increase your 
investment in Britain, increase your profits 
and further strengthen your bottom line. 
“The portion of the 5,000- acre docklands set 
aside as an “enterprise zone” sits close to 
London's world financial center. It is located 
just 2 Vi miles east of the tower bridge over 
tbe Thames River. 

The total redevelopment of the docklands 
is being patterned loosely after the recent 
revitalization of the Port of Baltimore, which 
also had fallen on hard times. It wasn' t always 
that way with the London docklands, which 
in the 18th century tied the farflung British 
empire with its capital city. 

When tbe warves became overcrowded, 
British merchants and shipowners built in tbe 
early 1 800s a system of new docks connected . 


to the river by a network of channels. Their 
names call up the images of the great days of 
the empire: the West India Dock, tbe Prince 
Albert Dock and the East India Dock. 

Nowadays, the docklands, which stretches 
along both sides of the Thames, is considered 
the largest prime development site left in 
Western Europe-exceptional because of its 
proximity to one of the world's great cities. 

It deteriorated into an industrial wasteland 
in the past two decades as London's shipping 
hub has moved to new docks closer to the sea, 
leaving tbe factories that had sprung up 
around them without a reason for existing, 

Tbe 14-month-old Development Cor- 
poration wants to attract high-tech com- 
panies, especially in the field of telecom- 
munications, to the waterfront area. 

Reginald Ward, chief executive of (he 
Development Corporation believes new 
rules allowing private firms to compete with 
government-owned British Telecom in the 
communications business will help to induce 
international companies to set up in the 
Docklands. 

As an incentive, the Development Cor- 
poration is offering 10 years' freedom from 
property and development land taxes, a total 
write-off of capital costs against corporate or 
income taxes, and an easing of bureaucratic 
red tape in setting up plants. There are 10 
similar enterprise zones in England, but none 
is as dose to the center of a major city.

War era youths bid farewell to Vietnam

HO CHI MINH CITY, Vietnam OAT) — 
like many an 1 J -year-old lad moving to a 
new, home in a new town, Nguyen Quoc Viet 
feh both sad and excited as he left Ho Chi 
Mwh City for a mysterious place called Sac- 
ramento, California, last week. 

Ashe walked from the airport ter mroal , his 
jges filled with tears as he looked up at 
mends and family waving goodbye from the 
observation deck., But, moments later the 
weeping stopped and gave way to wide-eyed 
wonder as he caught a glimpse of the shiny 
Air. France 747 that he boarded for his first 
airplane ride. 

Minutes after takeoff and already bursting 
with new experiences, Viet took out paper 
and pen and began a letter to one of the 
relatives he had left behind. ‘Tm going on the 
airplane and X don't lack for a thing," he 
scribbled in Vietnamese. “Please tell every- 
body that this airplane has every thing you 
would ever want to eat inclu ding grapes, 
.sandwiches, cold orange juice and cold 
water.” i 

Viet is destined for a world of things he >i*< 
never known before, from English to E.T.. 
safeways to sodas, burgers to baseball — and 
fathers. 

He is one of 1 1 young Amerasians, war era 
youths fathered by GIS or American civilian 
workers, who left Vietnam last Thursday for 
reunions with the fathers they have seen only 
as infants or never at all. They make up the 
first large group of mixed-blood children that 
authorities here have allowed to resettle in 
the United States since the Communist 
takeover in 1 975. 

The seven girls and four boys are part of a 
special group of 91 Amerasians in Vietnam 
whose fathers have acknowledged paternity 
and arranged for U.S. citizenship papers. 
Nearly 4,000 more children out of the esti- 
mated 25,000 to 50,000 Amerasians in Viet- 
nam have applied to emigrate to the United 
States, but so far only those with documented 
U£. citizenship are eligible. 

Officials in Hanoi, who until recently 
claimed it was difficul t to round up the chil- 
dren eligible for resettlement last month 
surprised Western aid workers visiting the 


Vietnamese capital by promising to release 
the 11, along with nine relatives. The 
authorities announced that another 26 
Amerasians and 21 of their relations will be 
leaving very, soon, and vowed to expedite the 
departure of any other Amerasian child wish- 
ing to leave Vietnam. 

Speaking to American newsmen who were 
invited here to witness the event, Nguyen Phi 
Tuyen, a government official in charge of 
American affairs, pledged, “we are ready to 
grant immediate exit visas and permits to all 
Amerasian children and their relatives to set- 
tle in the U.S.A.” 

Tuyen said Vietnam has repeatedly chan- 
neled proposals to U.S. authorities designed 
to open the doors to widespread Amerasian 
immigration, but so far have received no 
response from Washington. However, two 
bills are- pending in Congress that would 
greatly liberalize immigration rules for 
Amerasians. 

Whatever the politics of the Amerasian 
question, it clearly took a back seat Thursday 
to the chaotic scene at Ton Son Nhut airport 
here as the bewildered children and their 
relatives got their first taste of Americana. 
They were- descended upon by a horde of 
newsmen scratching in notebooks, snapping 
shutters and pushing microphones and 
minicams in their faces. 

The only father to fly in with the media, 
Gary Tanous of Kamus. Washington, came 
wired for sound so that his first words to his 
daughter, Jean Marie, conk! be recorded for a 
television crew from Portland, Ore. 'Tm the 
happiest I've ever been in my life” Tanous 
beamed as be hugged his 15-year-old child, 
who could not understand English, ‘Tm able 
to take over the role of father I should have 
had for years.” 

There was no such greeting for Trinh Quoc 
Nam, 10, whose American father and Viet- 
namese mother left him with grandparents at 
the age of three months and moved to the 
United States. 

With a picture of the parents he has never 
seen pinned to the lapel of his brown suit, 
Nam smacked a wad of gum and made faces 
at an apparently funny looking journalist who 
the boy asked to please accompany him to his 
new home in Garland. Texas. 








AMERASIANS: Vietnam 
American Esthers. 
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Amerasians discriminated

NEW YORK (Depthnews) — American 
soldiers fathered about 80,000 children while 
serving in Korea and Indochina. Some of 
them are black, some are white, and some have 
blonde hair and blue eyes. Most are aged 
between 10 and 21 and according to Alfred 
Keane, an American priest, they are trapped 
in a dhcrimmatory social limbo which denies 
them equal opportunity m Asia or hope of a 
new life in the U.S. 

“These are our children,” says Keane who 
has been fighting an uphill battle for their 
rights. “They endure scorn and ridicule 
because they look American, and our legis- 
lators in Washington have chosen to ignore 
them." 

Keane has been working with 
“Amerasian” children in Korea for 24 years. 
He says that in Korea, Vietnam, Cambodia 
aod Laos they are ridiculed, harassed, 
exploited and beaten. While Asians consider 
them to be orphans or “non- persons," 
Americans have relegated them to a “non- 
preferentiaT status under the Immigration 
and Naturalization Act. 
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In the U.S. current debate on the status of 
Amerasians is focused on two legislative 
proposals. The first and most controversial, 
from Keane’s standpoint, is the Simpson- 
Mazzoli bin. The proposal has drawn solid 
support on Capitol HiD because it streng- 
thens barriers to illegal immigration. But it 
insists that Amerasian children should prove 
they were fathered by an American service- 
man in Korea, Vietnam, Cambodia or Laos; 
that they are m fact orphans; and they are the 
victims of significant discrimination. 

Keane says that many of the mothers of 
Amerasian children had long relationships 
with American servicemen and that the chil- 
dren frequently carried photographs of their 
fathers. But, he says, it is ridiculous to expect 
that Hanoi will let them leave the country if 
they first have to prove discrimination. 

■ Keane has been lobbying strenuously for 
an alternative proposal by a Connecticut 
Republican, Stewart B. McKinney, which 
would give the children of American ser- 
vicemen priority status for immigration. 

’ Opponents fear, however, that its approval 
would open the floodgates to tens of 
thousands of Amerasian children.

NEW DELHI (Depthnews) — Thousands 
of tribesmen, many of them armed only with 
primitive bows and arrows, have risen against 
a huge hydroelectric project in the eastern 
state of Bihar. 

The controversial dam, to be built along 
Subamarekha River, will cost $1 82 million. 
Of the total, SI 27 million will come from the 
International Development Agency; the bal- 
ance wiD be provided by the three beneficiary 
states — Bihar, Orissa and West Bengal. 

Tribesmen in the affected areas* have 
openly warned of violence if the government 
pushes through with the project. And the 
reason is simple. About 30,000 hectares of 
tribal land in Bihar and Orissa will be sub- 
merged once the dam is completed. 

About 1 1 ,000 families — ] 0.000 In Bihar 
and 1,000 in Orissa — will be affected. 
Observers familiar with Bihar say they are 
not surprised by the fierce resistance put up 
by affected tribesmen. 

As one anthropologist says: “We should 
not underestimate the value system of tribal 
culture. He not only prizes heavily his bows 
and arrows, but his handicraft, the vessels in 
which his wife cooks the food and. above all, 
has cattle and the small piece of land he owns. 
If you take all this away, you are sowing the 
seeds of tribal revolt.” 

He explains that tribesmen do not under- 
stand the complex economic situation caused 
by the lack of irrigation water or the absence 
of electricity. Officials emphasize that once 
the dam is completed, they wiD irrigate more 
than 225,000 hectares in the three states and 
provide enough power to start a chain of 
industries in the region. 

These arguments, however, dearly have 
left no mark, particularly on the tribal youth. 
To cite a report, the opposition has been stiff 
from the very beginning. Ambushes hjve 
been reported from Chaibasa area near the 
dam site. Police had to fire on tribesmen who 
emerged angrily with their bows and arrows 
and also stoned the workers who arrived at 
the scene with their bulldozers. 

The controversy has been compunded by 
the “low” rate of compensation announced 
by the government. Bihar has declared it wiD 
pay 12.000 rupees ($1,250) per acre of land 
compared to the current market price of 
40,000 rupees ($4,170). Indeed, even non- 
tribesmen led by a former royal family in the 
state, has spearheaded a protest movement 


against what they call “inadequate compen- 
sation.” 

Raja A jit Narain Singhdeo. who belongs to 
the ruling Congress Party, says that the dan)' 
project is of high importance to the people of' - 
the region. “Unless you give them adequate' 
compensation, the people affected wiD put up 
a stiff resistance to the project” he warns. 

Tribal leaders have pasted handbills and 
notices aU over village waDs announcing that 
they will punish government agents involved 
with the project. One of the centers of oppos- 
ition is a small village caDed Chandil whth is 
to be submerged by the dam. The movement 
there is led by the Jharkhand Muktl Morelia 
(JMM) or Tribal Liberation Front. 

JMM leaders believe that the real purpose 
of the project is to strip the tribesmen of their 
ancestral land. They stress that the govern- . 
ment has so far made no plans to alleviate tbp • . 
plight of the tribesmen. Their main liveFrh »ou- . 
is farming, collecting and selling forest 
products. 1';, 

They concede that the government has', 
established a training center for unskilled tri- '* 
ball youth. But not a single tribal youth hasyet 
obtained a job. “How can you emplov^O.OOO 
people, who wiD have to give up fanning?” 
they ask. 

Environmentalists are also equally' dis- 
turbed by the project. They feel that the , 
tribesmen are justified to a large extent in. . 
their protests. Their culture, deep rooted in 
the land they have farmed for centuries, wiD 
vanish if they shifted elsewhere. 

On the other hand, economists maintain . 
that large-scale poverty in the region cannot ' 
be tackled unless the water resources are * 
exploited fuUy. 

There is an apparent contradiction b^- 
ween the two, claims. Government experts ; 
say that tribal opposition will soon melt away ■ 
when operations are again launched later this 
year. By that time, they are confident that the 
government will have come out with a more * 
detailed scheme. 

Yet. analysts in Delhi are uncertain and 
cynical about the ability of the poorly man- . 
aged Bihar state government to tackle the 
growing tribal unrest.

destabilizing mart

KUWAIT, Oct. 4 (Agencies) — The world 
oil market is being destabilized by Western 
oil companies which build up speculative 
stocks, according to the Organization of Arab ' 
Petrol Exporting Countries (OAPEC). 

The latest OAPEC monthly bulletin said 
editorially that private industry’s storage of 
oil in the industrial states was a factor in the 
oil market’s growing instability. 

The publication made a distinction bet- 
ween two forms f oil stocks. — 

1 — Governments’ legitimate desire to 
buQd up stocks during periods of surplus in 
order to fail back on the reserves when 
demand outstrips supply. OAPEC called this 
a stabilizing market factor. 

2 — Companies speculative stocking in the 
hope of selling when a supply squeeze drove 

. prices up simply. It said this exaggerated 
• market price fluctuations. 

The editorialist said the two approaches 
appeared to complement one another in 
industrialized oil-importing countries: One, 
the oQ companies put their stocks on the 
market — governments built up their 
reserves — with the U.S.. for example, mov- 
ing toward its strategic reserve target of 1 ,000 
1 million barrels. 


Taipei saves 
on oil imports 


TAIPEI, Oct. 4 (CN A) - According to 
statistics compiled by Chinese Petroleum 
Corporation of the Republic of China, this 
nation saved some $1,458 million during 
the past six years through crude oil 
imports from Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
obtained on long-term contracts. Buying 
directly from spot oil markets would have 
significantly increased the cost. 

A ranking official with the economics 
ministry pointed out recently that buying 
oil on contract cannot only assure tbe 
stability of costs but, more importantly, 
can efficiently control the oil supply. 
Therefore, the government of the Repub- 
lic of China will not consider changing its 
oil-importation policy. 


OAPEC called on the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) to 
define production levels and a basic price 
reflecting the fuel's “economic value in a 
stable market". It also called on consumer 
countries to link their community’s interests 
witht the producers and to work out a long- 
term strategy. 

In a related development, the Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly (PIW) said Monday 
buyers are scarring to dictate the terms of new 
oil contracts with OPEC in the surplus-laden 
world market. 

In the tight market of the late 1 970s mem- 
bers of OPEC set the conditions in slapping 
on price rises and hidden premiums or slash- 
ing volumes almost at will. 

But PIW , a New York trade newsletter 
which is also distributed in London, said 
Monday the drop in demand is tilting the 
balance of power toward consumers. 

It said Brazil, to ease its financial plight, 
was giv ing suppliers the choice of three 
options — a strai gh t crude oil price discount 
or an undertaking to buy either Brazilian 
refined oil products or non-oil merchandise. 

Iran had agreed to buy $ 1 00 million worth 
of equipment and food while selling Brazil 
40,000 to 45,000 barrels daily of oD over a 
trial three months. Contracts of suppliers that 
do not cooperate will be subject to review, 
PIW said. 

The newsletter also calculated this week 
that real oQ prices are sriD rising in Europe 
and Japan berause of the strength on foreign 
exchange markets of the U.S. dollar, in which 
crude oil is quoted. 

The average dollar price of OPEC was 
down nearly $2 on a March 1981 peak of 
$34.80 a barrel. WW said. But in most areas 
outside the United States the 1979-80 oil 
price shock had continued. The real cost of 
the barrel had gone up by 20 percent in Japan 
since late 3 980 and by 27 percent in France, 
with other European countries not far 
behind. 

PIW said the strong dollar also means that 
the OPEC barrel now buys 1 1 percent more 
manufactured exports from industrial coun- 
tries than it did in 1980. This has helped 
cash-pinched sellers somewhat current in the 
present period of sluggish demand 


LONDON, Oct. 4 (SP) — Tbe latest ver- 
sion of the popular Boeing 747 Jumbo jet has 
been rolled out from its birthplace in Everett, 
U.S., preparatory to tbe start of a five-month 
long flight test program leading the cer- 
tification and delivery to Swissair in March 
1983, a press release of the company says. 


The 747-300, as it is now called, is capable 
of carrying 10 percent more passengers than 
tbe earlier model 747s already delivered and 
yet uses less fueL 


Although its external length remains the 
same as the first 747 which went into service 
in 1970, the new -300 has its .upper- deck 
extended by 23 feet to provide an expanded 
area which can be utilized as a luxurious 
2 6- passenger first class section, or can seat up 
to 85 passengers in an all-economy 
arrangement. The aircraft can cany up to a 
total of 500 people. 


“This new airplane will assure the con- 
tinuing production of the 747 at least to the- 
year 2000, and most likely beyond that date”, 
Joseph F. Sutter, executive vice president of 
Boeing Commercial Airplane Company, said 
at the rollout ceremony. 


Robert Staubli, president of Swissair, 
recalled that the go-ahead for the new 747 
version was signalled when his company sig- 
ned for five and took options on four others. 
Hus purchase represents a total investment 
by Swissair of US$550 million. 


German jobless 
touch new high 


NUREMBERG, Oct. 4 (AFP) — The 
official unemployment total in West Ger- 
many rose 5.3 percent to an all-time high of 
2,010,000 in September, tbe Federal Labor 
Office said here Monday giving seasonally- 
corrected figures. Tbe unemployment rate 
was 8 3 percent. 


In uncorrected terms, unemployment rose 
only one percent to 1,820;000, the jobless 
rate in this case being 7.5 percent The year- 
on-year increase was 45 percent. 


Cocodiesel revives hopes of coconut industry] 


MANILA, Oct. 4 (Depthnews) — 
Cocodiesel may yet fuel the push necessary 
to get the depressed coconut Industry over 
the hump. 

With preliminary tests on motor vehicles 
and stationary engines all showing 
encouraging results, cocodiesels “will not 
only boost our coconut industry but will also 
rationalize the country’s reliance on pet- 
roleum fuel,” says the Philippine Coconut 
Research and Development Foundation 
(PCRDF). 

Already, the minjshy of energy had 
released the guidelines on cocodiesel pro- 
duction, blending and use. Among others, 
these call for a mixture of 5 percent coconut 
oil and 95 percent fuel oil. The ooconut oil 
content may be increased. 

As PCRDF sees it, widespread adoption 
of cocodiesel or pure coconut oQ for fuel is 
an excellent step to further promote the 
coconut indsutry in the local market. Tbe 
Philippines is also testing on a limited scale . 
alcogas or gasohol, a blend of gasoline and 
alcohol from sugarcane. 

“ Cocodiesel or coconut oil might just be 
the redeemer of the presently depressed 
industry, more specially when the interna- 
tional market for this commodity is consi- 


dered,'’ says PCRDF. 

The latest bright note on coconut oil as a 
new motor fuel was an offer by an American 
firm. Globus Resources, to produce a mix- 
ture using 90 percent coconut ofl and only 
. 1 0 percent diesel. Called “diesellite" by the 
proponent, the mixture can fuel vehicles 
* and power generators. 

PCRDF s all-out support for cocpdiesel 
is understandable. The Philippines is the 
world's biggest coconut producer. Econom- 
ically, about 15 million :Of die 50 million 
Hlipinos depend ou the industry for their 
livelihood. From 20 to 25 percent of the 1 5 
minion are owners of coconut land; the rest 
are landless rural workers. 

“With cocodiesel, formers might soon 
discover that their coconut forms could be 
operationally self-sufficient; with copra and 
intercrops dried by their own residues and 
wastes; oil mills, irrigation pumps, form 
machines and vehicles run by co codiesel or 
even pure coconut oiL," points out PCRDF. 

In anticipation of all this, PCRDF has 
started publishing a coconut technoguide to 
inform policymakers, businessmen, exten- 
sion workers and formers themselves on 
new and readily available technologies. The 


first issue of the Technoguide fixxtssed on 
village-level production of cocodiesel. 

Various rests undertaken by the govern- 
ment on cocodiesel suggest its practicality 
as engine fuel, according to PCRDF. The 
fuel was tested on some buses of Metro 
Manila Transit Corporation and Philippine 
National. Railways. 

The Philippine Navy has also fueled its 
jeepneys, care, trades and ' boats with 
co codiesel. It was also used in the power 
plants of National Power Corporation. 

Cocodiesel has been found suitable for 
use in milling motors, motorized fishing 
boats, stationary engines like generators 
and irrigation pumps. It is likewise good for 
jeepneys and other diesel-fueled vehicles. 

Recent experimental emphasis, was 
placed on diesel jeepneys and stationary 
engines. The University of the 
Piulippines-Philippine Coconut Authority 
tests on cocodiesel jeepney, which has been 
ferrying students around the UP campus in 
suburban Quezon City since 1 977, showed 
that in terms of mileage, average speed and 
road perfonnace, the differences between 
pure diesel and cocodiesel are not signific- 
ant, PCRDF reports. .

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Uruguay to use 
gold reserves 
for raising funds 


MONTEMIDEO, Oct, 4 (R) — Uruguay 
will use part of its gold reserves to raise firUn- 
cial resources to he!f> pull the domestic 
economy out of recession. Secretary bf 
Economy Planning General Pedro Araneo 
told a news briefing. 

The Central Bank of Uruguay will use gold 
deposited overseas to raise the necessary 
resources for refinancing debts of manufac- 
turing industries, commercial companies and 
to finance exports other than wool and beef. 

He declined to say if the gold will be used as 
collateral, in swap operations or sold out- 
right 

Uruguay has about 3 million ounces in gold 
reserves. Tbe government said last month it 
planned to refinance up to 33 percent of out- 
standing debts of manufacturers, estimated at 
SL.17 billion equivalent last June, and of 
formers, which stood at $700 million 


equivalent.

Monetary experts parley set 


VERUCCHIO, Italy, Oct. 4 (SP) — Less 
than a month after the Toronto talks, the 
major monetary experts wQl be gathering in 
Rimini from Oct. 10 to debate the same prob- 
lems' which underlie the widespread inter- 
national economic malaise. 

These discussions win take place as part of 
the Pio Manzu Center’s 8-year of Study 
Days: a setting which is less political in nature 
though of considerable significance from the 
scientific viewpoint. No decisions of strategic 
significance, nor ones such as might influence 
the behavior of particular states (which 
would hence be designed to modify the inter- 
national economic and monetary situation) 
win be taken at Rimini, but those involved in 
and responsible for state affairs will certainly 
not be able to ignore whatever conclusions 
emerge from the talks. 

Besides, it Is well known that Pio Manzu’ s 
‘messages' are regarded with attention, and 
respect: owing tQ.the opportunity that the 
Study Days give the politicians themselves of 
making use of a rigorously scientific platform 
from which to- issue messages, make 
statements, and strengthen contacts in a less 
formal way. 


This yeaf s subject and to the great interest 
that it currently exrites (it hi well worth poin- 
ting out the foreright shown by the Pio Manzu 
pTOgra mm inS Committee in pinpointing this 
discussion topic), that is to say — the 
monetary problem with all the tensions, 
uncertainties, and the climate of considerable 
instability which characterizes its presence on 
the international economic scene. 

Tbe oil question and its repercussions on 
money markets is still the central point of 
reference (insofar as relations between 
Europe and tbe Arab world are to be kept at 
the center of attention for tbe sake of main- 
taining continuity in programing). Tech- 
nological transfer and energy-saving are 
related and closely interconnected subjects 
.which the center has invited the majorfigures 
in political economy to discuss. 

It is significant that the speech inau- 
gurating this year’s Study Days will be 
delivered via satellite from Holland by Nobel 
-prizo-wianer. JanTinbeqjen^as should, also__ . 
be emphasized the participation (also via 
satellite) of the greatest American 
monetarist, Milton Friedman, who has 
enthusiastically agreed to address the Study 
Days. .

He has included proposals to help the 
recession-hit construction industry and plans 
to exempt businessmen from the new com- 
pulsory loan for high earners if they invest 
more. Leading industry and banking bodies 
have welcomed the program, with reserva- 
tions about the tax hikes, but trade unions 
have denounced it as an attack on workers 
and a threat to social peace. 

Economists say planning is dearly at an 
early stage, and it is uncertain how some 
measures, such as a proposed 500 million 
mark ($1 98 million) cut in state subsidies to 
industry, will be implemented. 

Most economists welcome the planned 
welfare cuts, including cuts in child allow- 
ances, higher patient contributions to the cost 
of a hospital stay, new medical insurance con- 
tributions for pensioners, and the replace- 
ment of student grants by loans. 

But economists said a sharp fell in interest 
rates is needed to prevent the austerity pack- 
age from having a deflationary impact on the 
economy. 


French GDP seen at 0.3 % 


PARIS, Oct. 4 (R) — France's Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP) is expected to 
grow at an annual rate of 0.3 percent m the 
second half of this year after a 0.8 percent 
first half rise, . the national statistics office 
said. 

The office's 1982 growth figure is in line 
with official estimates which were confirmed 
last week by finance ministry officials. 

The office said in a report French exports 
of manufactured goods this year are expected 
to fall 4.8 percent from 1981 and overall 
exports 2.8 percent, while imports will rise 
4.1 percent. 

It forecast France's monthly trade deficit 
would fall to around seven billion francs' in 
the fourth quarter of this year, if there is 
reduced stocking of oil products, from 
around nine billion in July and August, giving 
a 1 982 trade deficit of 88 billion francs. 

The office said the expected lower second 
half economic growth should lead to restraint 
by employers and trade unions when The 


four-month wages and prices freeze ends 
Oct.- 31. 

The office said it, therefore, expects the 
government will be able to meet its 1982 
inflation target of a year-on-year 10 percent, 
providing any increase in rents after the 
freeze is delayed until the start of 1983; 

Gross disposable income of households is 
expected to rise 1 .2 percent this year. 

The office said the government should be 
able to stabilize seasonally adjusted unemp- 
loyment up to the end of this year around its 
current 2.04 million, while unadjusted 
unemployment may rise to 2.17 mQlion. 

In an unfavorable international climate to 
continue its 1981 recovery this year has been 
severely handicapped by inflation, which is 
now six or seven percentage points higher 
than that of its main trading partners. 

Lower French exports and high foreign 
penetration of French markets are also fac- 
tors off setting the recovery, it added.

European Common Market fisheries minis- 
ters meeting began here Monday. However, 
they have little chance of reaching an overall 
fishing agreement before the end of the year, 
despite the impatience of West Germany, 
Britain and France.

The Hang Seng index, which lost 46 points 
to 816, has so far shed 284 points since 
British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
went to Peking last month and agreed to 
open diplomatic talks on the future of the 
colony with Communist China. 

China, which claims sovereignty over the 
colony on its southern shores, has since 
severely criticized her statements defending 
the treaties under which Britain got posses- 
sion of the territory. 

Peking said that when the time was ripe it 
would take over all of Hong Kong, most of 
which will revert to China anyway in 1997 
when a 99-year lease expires. The Hong 
Kong dollar also fell further against the U.S. 
dollar, closing the day at 6.47 to one U.S. 
dollar after hitting 6.49 at one stage, its low- 
est since it was floated in 1973. 

Banks set Bolivia 
payment deadline 

CARACAS, Oct. 4 (R) — Foreign banks 
have rejected Bolivia’s request to defer debt 
repayments and instead given the govern- 
ment until Oct. 1 0 to repay all amounts due, 
informed banking sources said here. 

Bolivia told the banks last week h could not 
repay some $20 million due last Thursday. 
Earlier, it had asked for 20 days’ grace after 
missing another repayment of some $ 1 0 mil- 
lion. 

Bolivia, a leading world tin producer, is 
one the veige of bankruptcy wife a $2.54 
binicm external debt, of which, just over $1 
billion is owed to banks, and virtually no fore- 
ign currency reserves. 

Earnings have been drastically cut by the 
fell in tin prices on world markets and Argen- 
tina’ s failure to pay for deliveries of Bolivian 
natural gas. 

The banks involved had been expected to 
give a few days’ grace to the new democrati- 
cally elected government which is due to take 
over from the military Oct. 1 0, the sources 
said. 

But the banks’' harder line means that new 
government will now become liable Oct. 10 
for all outstanding repayments, estimated to 
total $45 million. 

U.K. min ers vote 
to ban overtime 

LONDON, Oct. 4 (R) — A special con- 
ference of the National Union, of Minewor- 
kers (NUM) has voted to ban overtime from 
□ext Monday and authorized a ballot on 
industrial action, an NUM spokesman said. 

A ballot on Oct. 28 will ask miners, who 
. are seeking pay rises of up to 31 percent, to 
support their union leaders intejection of the 
pay offer and in a fight against pit closures, 
while giving the NUM executive the 
authority to call industrial action if necessary, 
the spokesman said. ■ 

Canadian reserves dip 

OTTAWA, Oct. 4 (R) — Canadian fore- 
ign reserves feD $73.2 million in September 
to 3.79 billion, at the end of August, the 
finance department said. 

The decrease reflects, among other things, 
repayments of $250 million on the standby 
credit facility of foreign banks and $300 mil- 
lion on the facility with Canadian banks. 

. Drawings outstanding on the $4 billion 
foreign credit facility at Sept. 30 totaled 500 
million while no drawings were outstanding 
on the $3.98 billion domestic facility.

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Dollar zooms to new high

JEDDAH, Oct. 4 — The dollar opened 
strong on the European markets Monday, 
continuing the Friday night dosing in New 
York. 

The major world currencies fell back 
heavily in active trading, with the Japanese 
yen and British pound falling to record 
272.10 despite some determined Bank of 
Japan support. The British pound fell to 7 
yen low at 1.6850 from Friday’s rates of 
1 .6910 levels. The major reason was money 
market uncertainties over the direction of 
U.S. interest rates which have been given an 
added boost by the latest U.S. money sup- 
ply figures. These showed a $400 million 
rise and added to the sp-called“ September 
money supply bulge”, which threatens to 
take the total money supply well out of the 
established upper growth targets. 

The bullion markets lost most of their 
gains Monday, with gold prices just 
remaining above the $400 level in some 
sharp trading. Gold had closed at S405.50 
on Friday, but it traded at $400/401 on 
Monday. Silver prices fell back .too, trading 


at $8.30 compared with Friday's $8.40 
levels. 

The local markets picked up the momen- 
tum that bad been seen on Saturday and 
Monday saw royal deposit rates trading at 
l U to ‘A percent higher compared with Sun- 
day prices. The one-month JIBOR traded 
at 10 % percent from 10 % percent. While 
the week-fixed deposit rose to 1 1 */a from 
10 Vi percent levels. 

In the longer periods the one-year tenor 
was quoted at around 1 2 ’/a percent. The 
local exchanges were also active, taking 
spot riyal/dollar rates to 3.4405-10 com- 
pared with Saturday/ Sunday levels of 
3.4395-05 levels. 

The dollar took the exchanges by storm in 
Europe with the French franc falling to a 
record postwar low of 7.20 from 7.1 5 on 
Friday while the German mark fell to 
2.5500 from 2.5310 levels. The Swiss franc 
fell to 2.1905 in sympathy with the mark. 
While the Italian lire touched a new low of 
1435.00 to the dollar. There was some 
profit-taking later pn the day but the dollar 
has got off to a flying start on Monday. . 


Freight rates slide anew 


LONDON, Oct. 4 (AFP) — The freight 
market was thick with rumors last week about 
Soviet chartering but there was little reaction 
from either charterers or shipowners. The 
past conditions continued. 

One shipbroker reckoned that at least 20 
ships (25,000/30,000 formers) had been 
booked by the Soviet Union, for periods 
ranging from four to nine months, at rates 
weQ below current levels. Other brokers were 
less convinced that any business had been 
done at all, while one said inquiry was cir- 
culating for “ice-class” ships, capable of ply- 
ing the Baltic Sea in winter. 

It is certain that the Soviets bought two 
million tons of gram (135 million tons of 
U.S. maize and 600/700,000 tons French 
wheat). In addition. Co mmunis t China pur- 
chased 1.29 million tons of U.S. maize 
(already more than last season), while India 
was expected to take further sizeable ton- 
nages of US. wheat in the near future. 

But with so many idle vessels overhanging 
the market, charterers felt confident that 
such activity would be unlikely to make much 
difference to current depressed conditions.

France, India 
to cement ties 

NEW DELHI. Oct. 4 (AFP)— France and 
India have thrashed out a new blueprint for 
boosting their long-term cooperation, the 
two countries announced here Monday at the 
end of the visit of French Foreign Trade 
Minister Michel Jobert. 

The French minister and his Indian coun- 
terpart, M.V. Patfl, agreed to work toward a 
mode of bilateral relations, including more 
Indian expons to France, and cooperation in 
the energy field. 

A French buying mission will soon visit 
India, and the two countries plan to set up 
offices in Paris and New Delhi to boost trade 
and keep an eye open for possible joint pro- 
jects. 

There are already plans for French par- 
ticipation in Indian mining and engineering, 
and a joint working group has been set up to 
explore cooperation in chemicals and phar- 
maceutical products. A French source said an 
•accord for the French Merieux Institute to 
make vaccines in India could be finalize d 
soon.

Baumann sinks own world record. 


BRISBANE, Oct. 4 (AP> - Alex 
Baumann of Canada broke bis own world 
200 meters individual medley record at the 
Commonwealth Games Monday, while June 
Croft of England collected her third gold 
medal. 

Baumann, 18 set a record of 2:02.25, bet- 
tering the mark of 2:02.78 he set last year. 
The Czech-born Baumann won his second 
gold of the Games. He also took the 400 
meters individual medley Saturday. 

“The breaststroke leg did it for me," said 
Baumann. “I haven't been working on my 
breaststroke particularly. We have worked 
on all the strokes, and today it all came 
together." 

Baumann showed no sign of a shoulder 
injury that has been troubling him all year. 
He won by more than three seconds from 
Robin Brew of Scotland (2:05.83) and Jef- 
frey Sheehan of Canada (2:07.14). 


Croft, 19, won the women's 200 meters 
freestyle final in a new Commonwealth and 
Games record of 1:59.74. She previously had’ 
won the 1 00 meters freestyle and was a mem- 
ber of the victorious English 4x100 meters 
relay team . Tracey Wickham of Australia was 
second iri 2:00.60 with another Australian, 
Susie Baumer, third in 2:02.29. 

“This is the best night of my swimming 
life,” said Croft, who became the sixth 
woman to break the two minute barrier. 
“There was no pressure on the England team 
and no-one expected us to do as well as we 
have done." 

Andy Astbury of England collected his 
second gold medal by taking the men’s

Canada was second in 7:29.14 with Eng- 
land clocking 7:30.00, but the Canadians 
were disqualified for a bad change-over and 
England moved up to second. Scotland took 
the bronze with a time of 7:39.86. 

Canada and Australia shared the rest of the . . . 
honors. Vic Davis of Canada won the 200\ . 
meters breaststroke final in a time of 2: 16.25, a 
Games record, ahead of Glenn Beringen of 
Australia (2:19.06), and Adrian Moorhouse 
of England (2:1931). 

Lisa Forrest led an Australian 1-2- 3-in the 
women’s 100-meter backstroke. She was 
timed at 1:03.48, Georgina Parkes took tbe 
silver in 1:03.63 and Audrey Moore the 
bronze in 1:03.91.

She clinched the gold medal in 
the last 800 meters event with a late burst to 
settle the Commonwealth Games record hol- 
der’s hopes.

Australia’s shooters made a dean sweep of 
all the shooting golds so far. Monday they 
won the center-fire pistol event with India 
finishing with the silver and England the 
bronze. This was their sixth shooting title. 
And they won their second weightlifting tide 
when Robert Kabbas broke the English 
stranglehold in this event. 

‘ Friendly games ’ 
only in name 

BRISBANE, Oct. 4 (AP) — The Com- 
monwealth Games, billed as the “Friendly 
Games,” turned sour at the swimming pool 
Monday after Canada was disqualified in die 
men’s relay and in turn protested Australia’s 
victory. 

The British also lodged a protest against an 
Australian swimmer, charging that he left the 
blocks before his teammate had touched. All 
protests were dismissed by the poolside 
judges after an hour of consultations. 

The 'Australian team had won a tight 4 x 
200-meter freestyle relay from Canada and 
Britain in a new Commonwealth Games 
record time of 7:28.81 . Many in the crowd 
thought Australia had changed early and 
would be disqualified. 

But the official scoreboard showed die 
Canadians had been disqualified, putting the 
Scottish team in third place. Minutes later the 
Australian, British and Scottish teams 
marched to the poolside for the medals 
ceremony. A public announcement said die 
ceremony had been delayed and all teams 
were to stay by the pool. 

Meanwhile, police arrested about 200 
aborigines and. their supporters when they 
tried to enter the Queen Elizabeth 11 
Stadium. 

The group, attempting to draw interna- 
tional attention to aboriginal demands Jfor 
perpetual r ownership bf land reserves gBf 
Queensland, were stopped outside the 
grounds of the stadium, packed with 30,000 
people. 

Police began making arrests when about 
100 aborigines and y^hite Australians began 
chanting "What do we want — land rights, ■ 
when do we want them — now.” 

Many had tickets to watch the day’s events, 
but were kept out and arrested under special 
legislation invoked last week to prevent 
action likely to disrupt the r unning of the 
games. As police finished arresting the first 
group, 1 00 more protestors came up the road 
to the stadium entrance and were also 
arrested. ^ 

About 240 aborigines and supporters have 
been arrested since the Games began four 
days ago, but they have pledged to continue 
with their protests over what they call flag- 
randy racist legislation barring them from 
perpetual land ownership. . 


Stein strikes hard on old faithfuls 


LONDON, Oct. 4 (AFP) — Scotland 
manager Jock Stein wielded his new broom, 
unsparingly when he brushed away the inter- 
national careers of several Scottish players 
Monday. 

•^Stein named«ai> 1 8-strong squad for Scot- 
land’s opening European Championship 
match against East Germany at Hampden 
Park next Wednesday — and then thanked 
the loyal servants he had just pensioned off. 

Missing from Stein's pool are Kenny Dalgl- 
ish of Liverpool, Joe Jordan of AC Milan, 
Asa Hartford of Manchester City. Celtics 
Danny McGrain and Alan Rough of Partick 
Thisde. who between them have collected 
over 300 caps. 

Stein said: “It's obvious that certain play- 
ers are missing and we appreciate their efforts 
in the past, but it is time to look forward to 
this competition and the World Cup in four 
years time.” 

He added : “ No disrespect is intended t o 


these missing players but the leadership id 
future lies with the young ones. That is not to 
say they will not be considered again, but we 
must look forward. ” 

Into Stein's plans comes Celtic defender 
Roy Aitken and Rangers’ midfielder Jim 
Bert, while Scotland look certain to employ a 
new goalkeeper for next week’s match in the 
absence of 51 -times capped Alan Rough. 

Stein's choice rests between the uncapped 
Jim Leighton, of Aberdeen, and Rangers’ 
Jim Stewart.- recalled after five years. The 
Scots manager said : “ Rough has dropped a 
grade with his dub ride and that does not do 
him any favors, whereas the others have 
acquitted themselves well at European 
level. ’’ 

Although the “ old guard ” are no longer 
around, Stein firmly believes he still has the 
nucleus of a ride to lead Scotland into their 
fourth successive World Cup finals in four 
years time.

Haas gallops away from Strange for honors 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Oct 4 (AP) — 
Jay Haas scored his second victory in as many 
starts Sunday, turning back old friend, frater- 
nity brother and former Lake Forest team- 
mate Curtis Strange with a five-under-par 65 
for a three-stroke triumph in the Texas Open 
Golf Tournament. 

Haas, who won the Hall of Fame Classic 
two weeks ago. acquired the fifth title of his 
six-year PGA tour career with a 262 tbfaLa 
whopping 1 8 shots under-par on the friendly, 
little. 6,525-yard Oak Hills Country Club 
Course. 

The victory. Haas’ fourth in two seasons, 
was worth $45,000 from the total purse of 
$250,000 and pushed his earnings for the 
season to $194,846. 

It was another disappointment for Strange, 
who has won nothing but money — a lot of it 
— in the last two seasons. He’s now been a 
runner-up three times and finished third in 
six others since winning his last title in the 
summer of 1980. He has won more than 
$450,000 in that period without taking a title. 

Starting the final round in a tie for the lead 
with Haas, Strange shot a 68 that produced a 
265 total, 1 5-under-par . It was a two-man 
race almost all the way in the hot, humid 
weather, but Haas nailed it down with a 1 7th 
hole birdie that put him three strokes ahead 
with one to play. 

While Strange failed to break his non- 
winning string, three other players either 
achieved or virtually clinched some major 
goals. Veteran Jim Colbert birdied the last 
two holes for a 67 and 273 total, worth a 
check for $5,000 that put him past the $1 
million mark in career earnings. 

Mamola blazes

Connors blunts Borg’s ‘light challenge’ 


MONTREAL, Oct. 4 (AP) — Jimmy 
Connors, playing the kind of tennis that has 
made him the No. 1 ranked player in the 
world, beat a rusty Bjorn Borg in straight sets 
Sunday to win the $250,000 Molson Light 
Challenge Tennis ToumamenL 

Connors, the 1982 Wimbledon and U.S. 
Open champion, won the match 6-4, 6-3 to 
earn $80,000 in first prize money, while the 
26-year-old Swede took home the $50,000 
loser’s share. 

Borg, who was not as sharp as he had been 
in defeating Ivan Lendl of Czechoslovakia in 
straight sets in Saturday’s semifinal, was 
□□able to pierce Connors' aggressive net 
attack. The 30-year-old American gave him 
few openings. 

“ J didn't miss too many volleys, but I hit a 
lot of very, very good approach shots,” said 


Connors." A lot of times 1 didn't even have to 
go to the net because 1 hit such good shots 
that I put pressure on him and he netted his 
returns.” 

Connors, who advanced with a straight sets 
victory over Shloroo Glickstein. broke 
Borg's service twice in the opening set, but 
was broken himself in the ninth game as Borg 
pulled within one game at 5-4. 

In the 10th game, Connors double-faulted 
to go to deuce, but hit a backhand volley to win 
the next point. The two staged the best rally 
of the match at set point, as they hammered 
deep returns from corner to corner, but Borg 
whacked a backhand long to lose the point 
and his service. 

“I made too many errors and 1 was not 
really serving well,” said Borg, who is coming 
back after sitting out most of 1 982 because of

NAPLES. Italy Oct. 4 (Agencies) — Police 
said Monday they bad foiled plans for a new 
campaign of left-wing urban guerrilla vio- 
lence by arresting 11 suspected members of 
the Red Brigades' Naples “column," 
including its alleged leader. 

Maps aod documents found in swoops on. 
guerrilla hideouts included plans to kidnap a 
senior government .official and stage a mass 
prison escape, police said. Police Monday 
seized arms including a mortar, a bazooka 
and assault rifles near an important NATO 
base in raids following up the weekend 
arrests _

New House 
meets in 


Stockholm 


STOCKHOLM. Oct. 4( AFP)— Sweden’s 
new parliament convened Monday with cen- 
trist premier Thorbjoern Faelldm — who 
continued on a caretaker basis after his gov- 
ernment resigned two weeks ago — stepping 
'aside for incoming Social Democrat Olof 
Palme, who will present his government Fri- 
day. 

Palme, winner of (he Sept. 19 -elections, 
returns to power after a six-year gap. having 
been prime piinister from 1 969 until 1 976 
when he was defeated by a conservative coali- 
tion. 

H e will be able to counton 1 86 votes in the 
349-seat Riksdag (parliament) — 166 Social 
Democrats and 20 Communists who tradi- 
tionally support the Socialists without asking 
fgr cabinet representation. 

Because he did not have to negotiate a 
coalition, the new premier was able to start 
consultations with' the trade unions and his 
fellow Social Democrats, and begin forming 
his cabinet before the official opening of the 
new legislature, which has a three-year term 
in Sweden. 

The new premier has already chosen five of 
its ministers, including the man who will fill 
the finance and economy post, crucial in a ( 
government whose leader has vowed to fight 
unemployment and give new impetus to 
public investment. Economy expert and 
Social Democrat Kjell-Olof Feldt, who held 
the commerce and finance portfolios bet- 
ween 1 970 and 1 976, was named to the posi- 
tion. 

Outgoing Riksdag President Ingemund 
Bengtsson has turned down the post of fore- 
ign minister, which political experts speculate 
could go to United Nations Ambassador 
Anders Thun Borg or former Development 
Minister Gertrud Sigerdsen. Pierre Schori, 
the Social Democrats’ international secret- 
ary. has also been mentioned as a possibility. 

On Tuesday, King Carl Gustaf officially 
opens the legislature whose president will 
then formally, ask Palme to form the cabinet. 
The investiture vote takes place Thursday, 
and on Friday the new premier is to present 
his government

Convicted Red Brigades gunmen in Pog- 
gioreale prison include Bruno Seghetti, for- 
mer head of the Brigades/ Rome column, 
captured in Naples two years ago after killing 
a local politician. Other documents indicated 
that the Brigades planned to kidnap a senior 
government official in Salerno, SO kilometers 
southeast of Naples, police said. 

The arms recovered Monday from near the 
headquarters of the NATO (North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization) southern forces base at 
Bagnoli, outride Naples, were stolen by the 
Brigades from an army depot last February, 
they added. The weapons, wrapped in doth 
and plastic, were buried not far from a pre- 
viously discovered hideout where a leading 
Brigades suspect was arrested in March. 


IHT rolls out 
in Singapore 


SINGAPORE, Oct. 4 (AFP) — Copies of 
the Paris-based International Herald Tribune 
were being read at breakfast tables here 
Monday, earlier than in the French capital, 
with the opening of he newspaper’s second 
Asian facsimile printing plant here. 

The firri copies were run off the presses of 
the local Chinese Nanyang Skmg Pau news- 
paper two years after the foundling of the 
IHT *s Hong Kong facsimile edition ajid 95 
years to the day after the paper’s founding in 
Paris in. 1887. 

The new printing operation makes the 
paper available first thing in the morning in 
Singapore and will improve delivery time by a 
day in Indonesia and Malaysia where it will 
now be on sale on the day of publication. 

IHT publisher Lee Huebner. who came to 
Singapore for the occasion, said the response 
in Aria to the newspaper had exceeded 
expectations and made it possible to go ahead 
with a second printing location in the region. 

The Singapore plant will produce copies of 
the newspaper for distribution here and in 
Indonesia, India and Sri lanka. Singapore is 
the fifth printing site of the IHT which has 
facsimile operations in London and Zurich in 
addition to the Paris and Hong Kong plants. 


Uganda operation 


Youth tarred 
in Belfast 


NAIROBI. KenyaJOct. 4 ( AP) — Ugandan 
Vice President Paulo Muwapga said Monday 
that the East African country’s security for- 
ces have mounted an intensive operation to 
stamp out “banditry and thuggery," Uganda 
radio reported. 

Anti- government guerrillas, fighting the 
government of President Milton Obote since 
February 1981, are officially referred to as 
bandits. Muwanga. who is also defense minis- 
ter, said that people beLieved to be supporting 
the insurgents -were under government sur- 
veillance and warned them to stop subversive 
activities. 

The Ugandan leader repeated a call for the 
guerrilla^ surrender, saying they would be 
well treated under the government's policy of 
reconciliation. 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland, Oct. 4 (AP) 
— A 1 5 -year-old boy was stripped naked and 
dunked in tar Sunday in an apparent attack 
by a guerrilla punishment squad in Northern 
Ireland, police said. A police spokesman said 
the unidentified youth, who was found tied to 
a lamppost in predominantly Roman 
Catholic west Belfast, was being treated in a 
hospital for severe shock. 

“It was a horrifying experience for some- 
one of this age," said the spokesman. There 
was no immediate claim of responsibility. 

The police spokesman said the youth was 
abducted and taken to a house for question- 
ing by three men. They taped his eyes and put 
•a hood over his head, the spokesman said. 

After questioning, the youth was taken to 
the nearby Spring Hill Road area, where he 
was stripped and totally immersed in a vat of 
tar, according to initial reports. 
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Cyanide in painkiller 

U.S. poison suspects being checked 


CHICAGO, Hlinqispct. 4 (Agencies) — 


Investigators looking for whoever put lethal 
doses of cyanide in extra- strength tylenol 


capsules, killing seven persons, have come 
up with “at least two dozen potential sus- 
pects,” state Attorney General Tyrone 
Fahner said Sunday night. 

Fahner said the suspects include “mal- 
contents... and weirdos who don’t act right 
or did something extremely out of the 
ordinary.” He said some suspects were peo- 
ple who had “complained about the effec- 
tiveness of drugs." 

Starting Monday, Fahner added, inves- 
tigators will begin looking through person- 
nel records of people who might have had 


access to the* capsules. “We are making 
progress in narrowing the investigation," 
Fahner said. Tips are continuing to come in 
to the task force.” 

He said investigators are convinced that 
one person acted alone, filling the capsules 
with poison at home and then “salting^ 
store shelves with the deadly capsules. 

Earlier, Fahner said the poisoned cap- 
sules were placed on store shelves “prob- 
ably the day before” the first three of the 
seven deaths were reported Wednesday.

Tylenol TV ads halted 


NEW BRUNSWICK, New Jersey, Oct. 4 
(AP) — TV ads for extra-strength tylenol 
capsules were canceled in the United States, 
Ireland and Puerto Rico after the discovery 
of cyanide m bottles .in the Chicago area, a 
Johnson and Johnson spokesman said Sun- 
day. 

But the capsules were not recalled from 
the five foreign countries and Puerto Rico 
where they are marketed. 

Lawrence G. Foster, corporate vice pres- 
ident for public relations, said the extra- 
strength tylenol capsules shipped to the 
foreign countries didn't come from batches 
that have been found to contain cyanide. 
Seven persons died of cyanide poisoning 
after t airing extra-strength tylenol capsules 
in the Chicago area .last week. 

Foster said Ireland and Puerto Rico get 
tylenol manufactured at the two United 
States plants where bottles later found to 
contain cyanid originated. 

Illinois Attorney General Tyrone Fahner 
said Sunday that authorities believe the 
cyanide was put in the bottles after the 
medication was placed on shelves in the 
Chicago area. He said officials believe the 
poison dkitf t come from the factories or the' 
distribution system. 

Tylenol is manufactured by McNeil Con- 
sumer Products Company, a Johnson and 
Johnson subsidiary. Foster said no tele- 
vision advertising had been planned for the 
four other countries that get the extra- 
strength capsules, Germany, the PhUip- 
Jamaica and Trinidad.

Tylenol is manufactured and marketed in 
14 other countries in tablet form. Tbe tab- 
lets have not been implicated in the cyanide 
poisoning. 

Tbe management of tbe Johnson and 
Johnson affiliate in Puerto Rico has nm a 
public service message on television, Foster 

^vfrhile be could not provide details on the 
content of tbe message, Foster said, “it is 
not marketing the product. It provides 
information to the public on the lot num- 
bers in Puerto Rico.” 

Foster said the management of the 
Puerto Rican affiliate acted independently 
in running the public service message. The 
first two batches that were implicated, lots 
MC2880 and 1910MD, were recalled in 
the United States by tbe manufacturer, 
McNeil Consumer Products, Co. 

The federal Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration has not asked for the recall of tbe 
third lot, 1801MA, Foster said. Officials in 
Chicago, Illinois said Sunday a fourth lot 
was involved, — MB1833 — but that kit was 
not recalled either. A woman who died in a 
Chicago suburb had taken pOls from that 

batch, officials said. 

“The amount of (television) advertising 
is minimal compared to this country,” Fos- 
ter said, adding that the products’ share of 
the market overseas-is considerably smaller' 
than in the United States.

incident Tuesday in which two Kane 
County sheriffs deputies became ill with 
symptoms resembling cyanide poisoning 
after they came across 24 bottles of tylenol 
— two of them open — in a suburban motel 
parking lot. 

Since tbe incident occurred before news 
of tbe cyanide deaths broke, the deputies 
did not keep the capsules. Other officers 
later recovered “one or two capsules" from 
tbe parking lot. Fahner said those capsules 
'are being tested. 

Fahner said evidence indicates a single 
person “went around the Chicago area sal- 
ting tbe store shelves with one bottle of 
contaminated tylenol (at a time).” Tbe 
stores were as ranch as by kilo meters apart 
in Chicago and its northern and western 
suburbs. 

Police, wbo had virtually ruled out any 
malpractice at the production or dis- 
tribution level, said they were convinced 
that a criminal act was involved. The person 
or persons involved had bought a quantity 
of tbe pain reliever, tylenol extra-strong, 
extracted the medicine from tbe red and 
-white capsules and replaced it with cyanide 
before returning tbe bottles to shelves for 
sale, police speculated. 

Dr. Robert Reifman, a psychiatrist wbo 
has been consulted in more than 1,000 
criminal cases over the past 17 years, sug- 
gested that the person responsible was a 
single man, a lower with above average 
intelligence wbo was meticulous and well 
organized. 

He was likely to follow news of the affair 
closely and was probably happy to be 
responsible for tbe deaths of people he did 
not know and to be tbe subject, even 
anonymously, of such publicity, Dr. Reif- 
man said. 


Potassium cyanide is a greyish powder 
which smells of almonds. A chemical com- 


monly used in the metal, plastics, photogra- 
phy, fertilizer and insecticide industries, 
cyanide is sold freely throughout the United 
States, and may even be purchased by mail. 
It can also be found in any chemistry labora- 
tory, including at colleges -and. universities. 

Death from cyanide poisoning is virtually 
instantaneous as the poison blocks certain 
processes related to cell functions. Both 
ingestion and inhalation of cyanide are 
likely to be fatal. . 


U.N. Assembly’s presidents 
often face divided loyalties 


UNITED NATIONS, OcL 4 (R) — The 
lot of a president of the United Nations Gen- 
era] Assembly is not afways’a happy one. The 
holder ofthe post, an honor eagerly sought by 
many members.- is often torn between con- 
flicting loyalties — one to his own country 
and the other to the great “family of nations.’’ 
Imre Hollai of Hungary, presklent of the 
current 37th session, is no exception. He has 
already incurred some members’ displeasure 


-for refusing to receive Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, the fc 


former Kampuchean head of 

state. 

Prince Sihanouk, who recently formed a 
coalition opposed to" Vietnam-backed Heng 
Samxin regime in Phnom Penh, is a thorn to 
Vietnam and other Communist states, includ- 
ing Hungary. 

When the prince addressed the General 
Assembly, Hollai pleaded other diplomatic 
engagements and a vice president took the 
chair. Only a year ago, Ismat Kirtani of Iraq, 
then president was the target of censure when 
he refiised to meet the chief delegate of 
Israel with which Iraq technically is at war. 

It was not the first difficulty experienced by 
an Arab assembly president. In 1958, 
Charles Malik of Lebanon started on the road 
to political oblivion after he inspected an 
Israeli-made motor car at a New York auto 
show and was caught in the act by an enter- 
prising photographer. He never recovered 
from the impact of the politically damaging 
picture, which was widely published. 

Other presidents have faced different 
problems. Frederick Boland of Ireland broke 
the presidential trying to restore order at the 


riotous 1960 General Assembly, during 
which Soviet Premier Nikita KhuTusbchev 
ban aged a shoe on -a table while heckling 
British Prime Minister Harold MacMillan. 

Some presidents have made UN. history. 
Abdulariz Bouienllka of Algeria ruled in 1974 
that the rejection of the South African deleg- 
ation’s credentials meant it could not partici- 
pate in any further assembly proceedings. 
That decision has not been reversed and 
South Africa stSD is denied its seat in the 
157-nation body, although it remains a UN. 
member. 

The assembly presidency is rotated annu- 
ally among the various recognized regional 
groups in tire UN. This effectively exdudes 
Israel, which is not in any group. There is also 
an unwritten rule that the office is not open to 
any representative of the great powers. 

Until 1967, there had not been an assem- 
bly president from Eastern Europe. Comehu 
Manescu of Romania broke the mould, fol- 
lowed by Stanislaw Trepczynski of Poland in 
1972 and Lazar Mojsov'of Yugoslavia five 
years later. Hollai has maintained- the tradi- 
tion. Next year it wilj be Latin America’s turn 
aod in 1984 that of Asia’s. 

Assembly presidents are supposed to be 
strictly neutral Rudiger von Wechmar of 
West Germany, Kittanfs predecessor in 
1 980, took the role so seriously that he with- 
drew from his office as U.N. representative of 
his country and instructed that no official 
messages from Bonn be sent to him. 

Hollai, appointed president oh Sept. 21, 
evidently feels that he is fest and foremost a 
Hungarian government official. *

80 held to curb Indian riots 


NEW DELHI OcL 4 (R) — Police Mon- 
day arrested more than 80 persons in the 
north Indian town of Meerut as a major sec- 
urity operation was mounted by heavily 
armed paramilitary units to curb comm unal 
fighting. At least 1 6 persons have died since 
Friday in clashes between gangs of Hindus 
and Muslims using outdated rifles, home- 
made grenades and add bombs. 

Two thousand police reinforcements, 
armed with rifles and submachine - guns, were 
rushed to the town 80 kilometers northeast of 
Delhi. A home-made bomb was thrown at a 
house Monday morning, causing slight dam- 
age. But police said there had been a marked, 
improvement in the overall situation. 

Official figures say 28 persons -have died 
since the dashes erupted on Sept. 6. Unoffi- 
cial reports say the toll is much higher and 
The Times of India quoted reliable sources as 
saying 36 persons bad been killed. About 800 
persons have been detainee! since the trouble 
began. 

Tbe original clashes were sparked by an 
argument over a bidding both sides daimed 
as sacred. But fighting latergained a momen- 


tum of its own and some officials said that 
the rioters appeared to be organized. * 

Police say large quantities of firearms, loc- 
ally made grenades and stocks of add were 
seized during house-to-bowe. searches. A ' 
24-hour curfew is in force in- a small part of - 
Meerut and a night curfew in several other 
parts of the town. 

Police have warned that rioters will be shot 
on sight and officials said several of the 
weekend casualties resulted from exchanges' 
of gunfire with police. ■• • • -

: Katmandu, Nepaio«.4(AP) — a 
C anadian mountain climber and two Sherpas 
are within one day of reaching tbe top of 
Mount Everest —tie worlds highest peak at 
8,848 meters, according to radio messages 
receiving here. 

Laurie Skreslet, 34, of Calgary, arid two 
sherpa guides, . Stmdare, 29, and Lvakpa 
Dorje, 25, reached South Col Monday just 
after noon local time as they prepared to 
launch' a summit bid on Everest early Tues- 
day/ If they are successful, Skreslet would 
become the first Canadian to set foot atop tbe 
“roof of the world,’’ . 

A radio message received here Monday 
from the team’ s base camp said the three men 
established a camp on South Col only 861 
meters below tbe summit of Everest South 
Col is a high pass between the peak of Everest 
and the Geneva spur. The climbers set up 
camp there at 2:00 p.m. local time 
(0800GMT); the report said. 

Airier spending the night there, tbe three 
wiH begin tbeir climb for tbe top of tbe moun- 
tain St 3:00 a.m. Tuesday local time (2100 
GMT Monday), the base camp said. It said 
they will carry .about ‘‘five, or- six?’ bottles of 
oxygen for the final ascent that should take' 
about five. bo urs. The radio report described 
Monday 1 s weather on tbe mountain as“ cooF ' 
with “little, wind." .. 

Meanwhile, 11 other Sherpas wbo helped 
cany supplies to the campsite. at South Col 
descended. Two other Canadians from Cal-* 
gary,Uoyd Gallagher, 44y and Dave Read, 
34* who were dindxxig with Skreslet, gave up 
tbeir attempt after reaching Yellow (rock) 
Band, about 7,621 meters nup the mountain. 

“They obviously did -not bave enough 
energy to continue the climb,” said tbe 
Canadian Mount Everest Expedition 
spokesman John' R. Amatt, 38, of Banff, in 
Katmandu “and they are out of the summit 
climb.” He said they were also making their 
way down the mountainside to the team’s No. 
2 campsite at about 6,500 meters. 

At the second camp, team leader Bill 
March, 41, of Calgary, said in an earlier radio 
message Monday that Gallagher and Skreslet 
werfe “ the two fittest guys” on the expedition. 

- He said several other climbers were “bur- 
ned- out” on their push toward South CoL 
And that all the team members bad “worked 
really, really bard” to maintain themselves at 
the high al tirade of their second camp for the 
Last 18 days. 

Meanwhile, a - British Himalayan 
expedition abandoned its attempt to scale the 
23,1 60-foot Mount Nilgiri in northern Nepal 
dueho the “deteriorating' physical condition 
.of the climbers, the Ministry of Tourism said 
Monday. The ministry indicated tbe climbers 
were suffering from exhaustion, but were not. 
• injured. 


Thai threat 
on refugees 
upsets West 


BANGKOK, Oct. 4 (ONS) — Western 
governments are worried about -Thailand's 
threat to send hundreds of Indochinese 
refugees back across the Thai border. 

Last month foe Thai government issued an 
ultimatum to nine countries including the 
United States, Canada, France. Australia and 
Britain. Envoys were told that unless they 
increased their quotas for refugees by the end 
of the year, drastic measures would be taken, 
including a ’push-back* of Kampucheans, 
Laotians and Vietnamese. 

The refugees under threat are at Fhanat 
Nflchom ’processing 1 camp, where people 
who have been selected as potential immig- 
rants are interviewed and accepted or 
rejected. 

A Thai government spokesman said that 
those who had been at Fhanat Nikhom for 
longer than six months and had a guarantee 
of acceptance by a third country would be 
sent bade over the Thai border. The camp 
holds 12,500 refugees and half are expected 
to be resettled by the end of the year. 

Diplomats in Bangkok say the Thai gov- 
ernment was deliberately vague on numbers 
and timing because the main aim was to exert 
pressure — particularly on the United States. 
Nevertheless many countries are taking the 
threat seriously. Thailand has played reluc- 
tant host to more than 600,000 Indochincese 
refugees since 1975. There are still 175.000 
inside tbe country in camps run by the United 
Nations High Commission for Refugees. 

Mpst of the skilled, better-educated 
Indochinese have already been accepted for 
resettlement and the Thai government has 
stated several times it is not prepared to put 
up with the unwanted backlog much longer. 
It stresses its humanitarian concern but wants 
assurances that Western countries will con- 
tinue to honor their {Hedges to take refugees. 

In 1979, when the refugee problem 
reached crisis point, a frustrated Thailand 
moved 40,000 Kampucheans back over the 
Bolder. Many reportedly died. By 1981 pe£ 
arrivals were no longer considered ge&rirife 
refugees. They were termed ‘illegal immig- 
rants..’ In June this year 320 Laotians were 
ordered back over the Mekong River bonier 
into Laos. 

Thailand's impatience has grown as the 
West's interest in the Indochinese refugee 
issue has waned Statistics show that the 
number of refugees resettled from Thailand 
to third countries has dropped dramatically 
this year: 128,000 were resettled in 1 980 and 
103,000 in 1981; so far this year the figure is 
25,000. 

The shortfall is mainly in the United States, 
the largest recipient country. Those most 
affected are the Kampucheans. Hundreds 
have been rejected under tbe U;S. definition 
of a refugee as someone with a ‘well-founded 
fear of persecution in his home country.* a 
definition which this year has been applied 
stringently. 

Kampucheans associated with the framer 
U.S.-backed government in Phnom Penh or 
the armed forces have the best chance of 
acceptance. Those with families in the United 
States do not necessarily qualify, according to 
‘the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
'Service. 


Viet attacks alleged 


PEKING, Oct. 4 (AFP) — Communist 
China Monday accused Vietnam of “arboed 
provocations” along their common border 
during the three-day holiday which began on 
Oct. 1 with China’s National Day. . 

The New China News Agency report made 
no mention of casualties in the attacks in 
which, the agency reported, -Vietnamese 
troops opened fire several times between 
OcL 1 and 3 against villages in Guanxi, bor- 
dering northeast Vietnam. China rejected a 
Vietnamese proposal for a ceasefire along the 
border between Aug. 27 and OcL 8 so that 
the two countries could celebrate their 
national days In peace. 


Video games banned 


KUALA LUMPUR, Oct. 4 (R) 
Malaysia Monday banned imports of video 
games and gave amusement center 12 
months to -stop using them. Deputy . Prime 
Minister Datuk Musa Hitarn also told repor- 
ters that the Education Ministry had barred 
calculator and wristwatefc video games from 
schools and would consider a total ban if they 
were foimdtohayean Undesirable effect on 
children. '
